The Little Rock Collection, Part One 

Part One of the Little Rock Collection consists of seven gold coins, and what a wonderful assemblage: 1907 
Wire Rim ten MS64 NGC; 1920-S ten MS62 NGC; 1930-S eagle MS64 NGC; 1871 -CC double eagle AU55 
NGC; 1 885 twenty MS61 PCGS (one of only 751 struck); 1 891 double eagle AU58 NGC (one of only 1,390 
struck), and 1892 twenty MS62 PCGS. The consignor, a graduate of the Colorado School of Mines, has 
always been a successful buyer of precious metals and came to rare coins late in his career. 


The Mulkin Collection 

The Mulkin Collection is an impressive offering of Territorial gold, early gold Federal issues, and gold rarities 
of the nineteenth century. The coins were purchased largely in the 1960s and 1970s from well-known 
dealers, and out of major collections with impressive pedigrees. After graduating from the University of the 
South in Sewanee, Tennessee, Jim Ed Mulkin entered the U.S. Air Force and served in the Korean Conflict. 
He then returned to his hometown in Alabama where he used his mustering-out pay to start his own 
business. His love of history and the appeal of numismatics soon led him to begin collecting. "When I had 
a little extra money," said Mulkin, "coins were what I invested in. These coins, including Territorials from the 
Carolinas, Georgia, and California, have been off the market for about forty years." 

The E.J. Mutton Collection of U.S. Gold, Part One 

Edward J. Mutton, like many of today's collectors, was fascinated by unusual coins in the pocket change 
of his youth. Unlike many coin collectors, he did not immediately return to the hobby of numismatics as 
assets became more available - instead, he chose to focus his investment strategies on equities and precious 
metals. His interest in gold and platinum metals ultimately led to buying double eagles for diversification, in 
fulfillment of those childhood interests. With gold then under $400/ounce, who can argue with his timing? 
From these decisions, a great collection of U.S. gold has grown.

More precise attribution is dubious since the distinguishing 
factor, the shape of the first S in MASATHVSETS, is absent due 
to mint-made clips, an obverse misaligned toward 10 o’clock, and 
concentrated wear on the left obverse border. The upper right 
portion of the tree is also worn, but the remainder of the designs 
are bold. Toned lavender and ice-blue with minor double striking 
on the base of the V in VI. Listed on page 37 of the 2010 Guide

We are unable to state if this is Breen- 
1020 or 1022, in the absence of an actual weight on the NGC 
holder. This dark brown and steel piece is a late die state with a 
massive die break at the upper left corner of the clock, and with 
that die severely bulged, causing extreme weakness on the other 
side.

Medal aficionados need no 
introduction to the iconic Libertas Americana medal, one that 
indelibly captures the moment in time when France and the 
fledgling United States cast their lots together against the tyrant 
enemy, inimica tyrannis, Great Britain. The medal was conceived 
and financed by the great American statesman Benjamin Franklin 
and executed by the inimitable French master medal stylist 
Augustin Dupre. Its fame has endured for more than two and a 
quarter centuries now, and it was recently voted the #1 Greatest 
Medal of All Time in the reference by Katherine Jaeger and Q. 
David Bowers. The originals (of which this is one) were struck in 
gold, silver, and bronzed copper. Franklin presented the two gold 
pieces to King Louis XVI and Marie Antoinette of France, and 
unfortunately they are unaccounted for today. One likelihood is that 
they disappeared during the French Revolution and were melted. 

Although the medal is usually mentioned with the 1781 date, 
along with 1777 on the reverse (symbolizing the victories over 
Burgoyne and Cornwallis at Yorktown and Saratoga, respectively), 
it bears mentioning that the obverse bears the iconic 4. JUIL. 
1776 date, marking its similarity in that regard to the popular 
Continental dollars which read 1776. This serves to further 
increase the medals’ already broad appeal. 

John Adams in 2007 presented a census in which he accounts 
for only 22 silver and 37 bronze examples today, a fraction of the 
numbers mentioned in Franklin’s papers. This example shows the 
obverse rim break beneath the 4 in the date which is present on 
all known examples. A few miscellaneous field marks account for 
the grade. The appealing surfaces are a glossy mahogany-brown. A 
wonderful Mint State example of one of America’s most historic 
medals.

The 1969-S Doubled Die is a remarkable rarity in the U.S. 
coin series, as one of the most prominent Doubled Die 
Obverse errors in the Lincoln cent series and indeed in all of 
American numismatics. A second 1969-S issue can sometimes 
be a major headache for coin dealers and others who specialize 
in Lincoln cents. Many, many Uncirculated rolls of 1969- 
S cents show strike doubling—also sometimes called shelf 
doubling, machine doubling, mechanical doubling, or ejection 
doubling—and beginning collectors often confuse the two 
“varieties.” One is remarkably rare and valuable; the other has 
no numismatic premium. 

CONECA, the Combined Organizations of Numismatic 
Error Collectors of America, designates the 1969-S Doubled 
Die Obverse as CONECA l-O-I, meaning it is die #1, with 
doubling on the obverse, and is a Class I or hub-doubled die. 
The 1969-S Doubled Die was produced during the manufacture 
of coinage dies at the Philadelphia Mint, which until 1996 was 
the sole supplier of dies to the various branch mints. 

One of the last steps in production of the finished dies was 
the application of a mint mark via a punch tool. The working 
die for the 1969-S Doubled Die was produced when it shifted 
during annealing or work-hardening, between squeezes or 
impressions from a working hub. So the true 1969-S Doubled 
Die, while it shows remarkable separation between the doubled 
numbers and letters, shows no doubling on the mint mark, which 
was added later on. The separation between LIBER, IN GOD 
WE TRUST, and the date on the 1969-S Doubled Die is so 
great that there is “open space” between many of the characters. 
The strike-doubled 1969-S cents show somewhat flat, shelflike 
edges to the doubled legends, and the “separation” between the 
doubled images is minimal. 

Although the number of surviving specimens is quite low, 
Heritage has been privileged to handle a number of recent 
appearances of this much-sought and dramatic variety. On 
this piece, the surfaces are a lovely chocolate-brown with faint 
tinges of original red still remaining around the devices. There 
is just a touch of rub over the high points of the design. This 
piece in AU55 is one of four at PCGS, with 11 Brown pieces 
finer and only 16 finer regardless of color (9/09).

FS-028. This impressive variety has a rarity factor of “URS- 
6” according to the most recent edition of the Cherrypickers’ 
Guide, a figure that suggests survival of between 17 and 32 
pieces. While it is not so famous as doubled dies such as the 
1955 and 1972, owing to its rarity, the 1969-S Doubled Die 
cent has seen several recent high-profile auction appearances 
that have raised its prominence. 

In the 40 years since it was struck, the 1969-S Doubled Die 
cent has seen much controversy, most of it in its first years. 
Q. David Bowers writes in his Guide Book of Lincoln Cents 
that due to the appearance of counterfeit Philadelphia 1969 
cents that simulated broad doubling, the initial government 
reaction was hostile: “The Secret Service went on a witch hunt 
for these, believing that they were counterfeit in the style of 
[the] fake Philadelphia Mint doubled dies ... By the time these 
were acknowledged as legitimate, five genuine coins had been 
destroyed ... .” 

This example is one of the survivors, whose true numbers 
are likely on the low end of the “17 to 32” range. Each side 
has fresh lemon-copper luster with just a bit of orange. Though 
faint, scattered abrasions are the norm and several copper spots 
are present on the reverse, neither type of fault affects the bold 
doubling that has captivated collectors. A great opportunity 
to own this famous Lincoln cent rarity, worth 10 points each 
in the PCGS Set Registry, Major Varieties and Complete

The 1805 JR-2 dime is the second 
commonest Draped Bust variety behind the 1807, and both 
coins are ideal for type collectors who want a single example of 
the design. 

While an accurate census of Mint State pieces is unavailable, 
only a few could possibly exceed this piece for its quality. PCGS 
reports grading four in MS66 and j ust three finer pieces, although 
we doubt that the three finer examples represent more than one 
or two coins. This is only the third time that we have auctioned 
an MS66 1805 dime, and we have never handled a finer one. 

Before this coin was struck, the planchet strip was rolled 
and drawn to the proper thickness, and evidence of those 
operations remains in the former of roller marks, thin parallel 
grooves that are visible across part of the design elements on 
each side. These are distinguished from adjustment marks 
since they are all oriented in exactly the same direction on 
both sides, and they are of consistent depth. The rolling marks 
are normally struck out, although slight weakness of the strike 
will allow them to remain. They are under no circumstances 
considered damage to the coin. Rather, the roller marks 
represent an integral part of the minting process and only 
add to the importance and desirability of the coin. Both sides 
have soft, frosty silver luster and brilliant, untoned surfaces.

Amazing, Reflective MS68 ★ 1879 Quarter 



522 1879 MS68 ★ NGC. Type Two Reverse. Here it is, the single 

finest NGC-graded business strike 1879 quarter. While five pieces 
have attained the lofty grade of MS68 from NGC, only the present 
Superb Gem also possesses a Star designation (6/09). Undoubtedly, 
the coveted Star was awarded for its lovely peripheral autumn-gold, 
navy-blue, and plum-red toning. Only 13,600 pieces were struck.

Excellent 1880 Seated Quarter, MS66 


523 1880 MS66 PCGS. CAC. Liberty Seated quarters from 1879 to 
1890 are, as a group, important rarities in any and all Mint State 
grades, and this Premium Gem ranks as one of the great pieces of 
those issues. It has satiny, shimmering luster beneath lovely gold 
and iridescent toning on the obverse. The reverse is lighter silver- 
gray with peripheral gold. The overall eye appeal of this specimen 
is excellent.

524 1883 MS64 PCGS. Frosty luster endows this attractive near-Gem 
and a well executed strike leaves strong definition on the design 
elements save for the usual softness in Liberty’s hair. A few wisps 
of tan-gold show up under magnification as do some light grade¬ 
defining marks.

Astounding Superb Gem Proof 1859 Quarter 


525 1859 PR67 NGC. Type One Obverse, Type Two Reverse. 
Exquisitely preserved, particularly for the relatively early proof 
date, and flat-out gorgeous. The obverse has gleaming champagne- 
gold and orange mirrors framed in violet, and the effigy of Liberty 
contrasts mildly with the fields. The reverse has zones of dusky 
peach and blue-green toning that let that side shine only at certain 
angles. Census: 3 in 67, 0 finer (9/09). (#5555) 

526 1859 PR62 Cameo PCGS. Type One Obverse, Type Two Reverse. 
This needle-sharp specimen has original peach-gold toning with 
glimpses of rose-red along the obverse border. The devices display 
even frost, and the obverse field has a few delicate hairlines.

Lovely 1861 Seated Quarter, PR64 



527 1861 PR64 PCGS. This early Civil War proof is a lovely example 

with deep steel, gold, and iridescent toning over fully mirrored 
fields. The devices are lustrous and sharply detailed. The Civil War 
period proof silver coins provide an opportunity for collectors who 
find business strikes too much a challenge. Population: 32 in 64, 7

Colorful Gem Proof 1864 Quarter 



528 1864 PR65 NGC. Remarkable rose-gold and blue-green patina, 

the latter framing the former, dominates the eye appeal of this 
gleaming Gem proof. The strike is bold, and the eye appeal and 
preservation are a perfect match. A great example of this Civil 
War-era proof issue. For the contrast category, Census: 12 in 65, 13

1864 PR65 Cameo PCGS. A richly toned specimen that retains 
substantial contrast, aided by the strong frosty luster on the sharply 
struck devices. The mirrors also offer penetrating reflectivity. On 
the obverse, the toning is light gold-gray with an arc of cobalt-blue 
at the right rim, while the reverse shows a more even blend between 
the two colors.

531 1867 PR67 Cameo NGC. Navy-blue and plum-red fills the 

margins, while the fields are light golden-brown and the device 
are only faintly toned.

Wonderful 1868 Quarter, PR65 Deep Cameo 
Only Deep Cameo Certified by Either Service 



532 1868 PR65 Deep Cameo PCGS. CAC. The 1868 quarter saw 

a mintage of 600 proofs, a fair number of which have survived 
to the present day. Indeed, PCGS and NGC have to date (9/09) 
certified close to 300 coins. Significantly, the present Gem offering 
is the only piece designated a Deep Cameo by either service. 
Its essentially untoned surfaces exhibit an exquisite strike and 
stunning field-motif contrast. Both sides are nicely preserved.

Stunning PR65 Cameo 1873 No Arrows Quarter 



533 1873 No Arrows PR65 Cameo NGC. The deep cerulean and gold 

color that forms an elongated peripheral crescent on the obverse 
turns into full-on concentric toning on the reverse, which starts 
with a light golden center and fades into deep azure and lighter 
peridot. Strongly contrasted through the toning with gorgeous eye 
appeal. Census: 4 in 65 Cameo, 4 finer (9/09). (#85572) 


Popular 1873 With Arrows Quarter, PR64 



534 1873 Arrows PR64 PCGS. This brilliant and sharply struck proof 

has entirely untoned surfaces. The fields are fully mirrored and the 
devices show a trace of mint frost that imparts light cameo contrast. 
The With Arrows coins were struck only in 1873 and 1874, and all 
offerings are popularly received by type collectors. (#5574) 


535 1874 Arrows PR62 Cameo PCGS. CAC. Dappled light brown 

toning enriches sharply impressed proof surfaces. Limited only by 
an obscure pinscratch near star 13. A two-year design subtype.

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Desirable PR66 Cameo 1879 Quarter 



536 1879 PR66 Cameo NGC. Type Two Reverse. Whispers of 

peripheral gold offset the near-brilliance of the silver-white fields, 
which show a few tiny planchet flaws but no immediately apparent 
post-striking troubles. Light frost across the crisply struck devices 
grants this coin appreciable contrast. Census: 8 in 66 Cameo, 5 
finer (9/09). (#85580) 


537 1881 PR65 Cameo NGC. A stunning Gem Cameo proof, this 
1881 quarter displays considerable silver brilliance with splashes of 
light champagne toning. Census: 9 in 65 Cameo, 19 finer (9/09).

538 1883 PR65 Cameo NGC. Both sides have astoundingly flashy 
mirrors and considerable frost over the devices. The reverse is 
slightly more contrasted, since the obverse has a delicate layer of 
light cloud-white patina.

539 1887 PR66 NGC. Beautifully toned, albeit a trifle softly struck on 
the stars. Watery mirrors offer gorgeous reflectivity at the sea'green 
margins on each side.

BARBER QUARTERS 

540 1892 MS65 NGC. Type Two Reverse. Deep blue and lighter gold' 
gray toning dominates the eye appeal of this first-year Gem. Sharply 
struck with great luster filtering through the patina. Housed in an 
earliengeneration NGC holder. (#5601) 

541 1893-0 MS65 NGC. Highly lustrous, essentially untoned surfaces 
exhibit well struck devices except for localized softness on the 
reverse motif. Some minuscule obverse marks are undisturbing. 
Census: 18 in 65, 12 finer (9/09).(#5605) 

542 1894-0 MS65 PCGS. Golden-brown toning dominates the 
obverse, although sea-green tints visit the border. The reverse is 
close to brilliant but does display peripheral tan patina. A good 
strike except for the claws and fletchings. Smooth for the grade. 
Population: 11 in 65, 7 finer (9/09).(#5608) 

543 1899-0 MS64 PCGS. Luminous peach and blue-gray patina 
drapes each side of this satiny near-Gem. Well struck and attractive 
in a small-format holder.

Turn of the Century 1900-0 Quarter, MS65 



544 1900-0 MS65 NGC. Type One Obverse, Type Two Reverse. This 

fully struck Gem has light tan toning, just faintly seen over each 
side, and bright satiny luster. Exceptionally free from marks, and an 
important example of this turn of the century New Orleans issue.

Collectible 1901-S Quarter, Fair 2 


545 1901-S Fair 2 NGC. Both sides of this key-date representative 

display pleasing silver-gray color that is just a touch deeper in the 
fields and recessed areas. All obverse peripheral elements save for 
a couple of stars are entirely free of the rim. The lower portion of 
Liberty’s ear is clear, as is part of the eye. With the exception of 
the wing tips, the eagle is completely outlined, as is the mintmark. 
A couple of motto letters show on the ribbon, and the inner parts 
of most of the legend and denomination are visible. A few light 
circulation marks on each side do not detract from the designated 
grade. All in all, a very collectible specimen for having seen heavy 
circulation. (#5630) 


Attractive AG3 1901-S Quarter 



546 1901-S AG3 PCGS. Light gray surfaces darken slightly in the 

fields and recesses, thereby highlighting the central devices. Except 
for the wing tips, these are completely outlined, as are the date 
digits, obverse legend, reverse stars, mintmark, and wreath. Parts 
of Liberty’s eye and ear are visible, as are a couple of letters of the 
reverse ribbon motto. The reverse rim is totally worn into the 
peripheral lettering while the obverse rim is about one-quarter 
complete. Both sides of this key-date specimen are remarkably 
clean for a coin having experienced heavy circulation, and as 
such will fit comfortably in a low- to mid-grade Barber quarter

547 1902-S MS64 PCGS. Delightful satiny luster highlights the boldly 

struck details. Deep purple toning resides in the margins, while the 
centers are brilliant. A few tiny marks on Liberty’s cheek do not 
detract.

Landmark Rarity 1902-S Quarter, MS67 
Tied for Finest Certified at PCGS 



1902-S MS67 PCGS. CAC. The 1902-S quarter is an extremely 
elusive issue in the Barber series. For many years PCGS had 
certified but a single 1902-S in MS67, a coin we have had the 
privilege to handle numerous times since 1994- We at first thought 
that the present coin was an “old friend” coming back for a return 
visit—something we always enjoy at Heritage—but it is, in fact, 
a second example in MS67 that has recently joined the ranks 
of finest at PCGS. The splendid surfaces on this piece show a 
mixture of untoned silver-gray mixed with olive-gray and ice-blue 
in varying degrees on both sides. As demanded of the grade, there 
are essentially no distractions on this piece, although a hint of 
the normal strike softness appears at the upper right shield comer. 
The strike elsewhere is quite sharp. As further testament to the 
elusiveness of this issue, we note that the fabulous John C. Hugon 
Collection (Heritage, 1/2005), which contained many landmark 
rarities in the Barber series, managed “only” an MS65 NGC 
example of the 1902-S. Population: 2 in 67, 0 finer. (#5633) 


549 1905-S MS64 NGC. Light powder-blue and almond-gold alternate 

across this shimmering and impressively preserved near-Gem. 
Boldly struck despite minor merging on the fletchings. Census: 17

Colorful 1907 Quarter, MS66 


550 1907 MS66 PCGS. The 1907 has a generous mintage of 7.132 
million circulation strikes and can be located through the near- 
Gem level of preservation without too much difficulty. Gems are 
more challenging and higher-grade specimens are elusive. The 
toning pattern on this Premium Gem consists of aqua-blue and 
purple around the peripheries and golden-tan in the centers, with 
deeper hues of this palette on the obverse. A well executed strike 
sharpens the design features. Light grazes on Liberty’s chin and 
neck are completely inoffensive. Population: 18 in 66, 1 finer

551 1909 MS65 NGC. CAC. Golden-brown and apple-green toning 
graces shimmering and sharply struck surfaces. This splendid Gem 
appears devoid of marks to the unaided eye, and magnification 
reveals only trivial imperfections.

552 1909-D MS65 PCGS. Freckles of light tan and gray run over the 
lustrous surfaces of this Gem D-mint representative.

553 1913 MS64 NGC. Splendid satiny luster glistens throughout 
the well preserved surfaces.

554 1914-S MS67 NGC. The “Big Three” Barber quarter issues—the 
1896-S, the 1901-S, and the 1913-S—are famous rarities, and 
if the “Big Three” were expanded to a “Big Five,” two more San 
Francisco dates, the 1897-S and the 1914-S, would join them. This 
is a Superb Gem example of the latter date, tied with just three 
others for numerically finest in the combined certified population 
(9/09). The strike is pleasing, with only slight softness visible on a 
few stars and the eagle’s claws, and the bright fields are essentially 
silver-white. Practically unmarked, as expected of the grade.

555 1916 MS66 PCGS. Wisps of honey-gold adorn this thoroughly 
lustrous and decisively struck Premium Gem. Inspection beneath 
a lens can only locate minor marks, largely confined to the shield.

556 1894 PR64 Cameo NGC. Distinctly contrasted with exquisite 
diamond-frost over the portrait. Strongly mirrored fields have a 
delicate silver-gray veil over the faint hairlines that account for the 
grade.

557 1894 PR65 Cameo NGC. Light almond-gold toning adorns 
this fully struck and minimally abraded Gem. Radiant devices 
compare favorably with flashy fields. A stingy 972 proofs were 
issued.

Intensely Contrasted 1894 Quarter, PR67 Cameo 


558 1894 PR67 Cameo NGC. Silver-white surfaces appear devoid of 
even a suggestion of other color, and the intense contrast makes 
this piece appear awfully close to an Ultra Cameo designation. The 
strike is marvelously sharp, as expected. This PR67 coin is one of 
a dozen certified numerically finest at NGC (including two Star 
coins), and there are none finer (9/09). (#85680) 

559 1897 PR64 Cameo PCGS. The fields are primarily blue-toned, 
though the pastel gold covering the devices does spill over 
slightly. Appreciably contrasted with only a few minor hairlines 
present in the fields.

560 1898 PR68 NGC. CAC. An exquisitely preserved, dramatically 

toned Superb Gem with both sides showing hints of contrast 
through the patina. The obverse is sharply divided between the 
green-gold color of the upper right half and the blue, violet, 
and orange shadings present at lower left, while the reverse is 
concentrically toned with light blue-green at the rims with a fade 
through cerulean and violet to a pale peach center. Census: 20 in

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Exceptional Deep Cameo PR67 1898 Quarter 


561 1898 PR67 Deep Cameo PCGS. The Philadelphia Mint had 
perfected the manufacturing techniques of proof coinage by the 
late 1890s. Proof coins from this era can hold their own with the 
best examples produced today, as evidenced by the magnificent 
coin offered here. The frosty devices of this Superb Gem proof 
appear to float over the deep watery fields, and whispers of light 
gold and violet appear at the borders under magnification. Fully 
struck over all the design elements. The surfaces of both sides are 
impeccably preserved. The original proof mintage of just 735 pieces 
has been drastically reduced over the years by improper cleaning, 
and many examples were spent by noncollecting heirs during the 
hard days of the Depression.

563 1907 PR68 PCGS. CAC. Much cameo contrast is apparent on 
both sides of this lovely proof, although it is undesignated as Cameo 
on the first generation PCGS holder. Golden-russet toning graces 
close to half of the obverse, while the reverse is evenly patinated in 
honey-gold, plum-red, and sea-green. Type coins such as this piece 
have enduring popularity in the numismatic marketplace, and 
justly so. A scant 575 proofs were produced.

564 1907 PR64 Cameo PCGS. Faint golden toning overall with 
deeper sage elements close to the rims. Pleasingly detailed with 
strong contrast for the issue, though a few scattered hairlines 
preclude a finer designation.

565 1910 PR65 NGC. This Gem proof approaches a Cameo 
designation as it has white devices and mirrored fields, although 
delicate stone-gray and caramel-gold toning likely prevents 
the deserved designation. Merely 551 proofs were struck.

566 1910 PR64 Cameo PCGS. Hints of russet and golden toning 
accent the glassy fields, which show impeccable cameo contrast 
against the frosty devices. A loupe locates only a couple of tiny 
contact marks.

567 1912 PR65 Cameo NGC. An essentially brilliant Gem that 
possesses icy motifs and darkly reflective fields. The strike is exacting 
save for unimportant incompleteness near the right (facing) claw.

568 1915 PR64 PCGS. Powerfully reflective fields enhance the 

aesthetic appeal of this razor-sharp near-Gem. Delicate red and 
lilac patina visits the perimeter. There are no marks worthy of 
specific mention. A mere 450 proofs were struck.(#5701) 

Colorful PR66 1915 Quarter 


569 1915 PR66 NGC. CAC. Excellent eye appeal for this final proof 

Barber quarter issue. The obverse is mildly contrasted between the 
minimally toned portrait and the dappled gold-orange and blue 
patina of the fields, while the reverse is more extensively toned in 
the same vein. Census: 20 in 66, 20 finer (9/09). (#5701)

Appealing 1916 Key Date Quarter, Good 6 


570 1916 Good 6 PCGS. Though heavy wear has worn into the digits 

of the date, the lower part of the 6 is visible. The remaining design 
elements, especially those on the reverse, are nicely defined for the 
grade designation. This light to medium-gray example shows hints 
of green-gold in a crescent at the upper obverse and lower reverse. 
Both sides are surprisingly minimally abraded for a coin that saw 
heavy circulation. An appealing and accessible example of this

Choice Fine 1916 Standing Liberty Quarter 


571 1916 Fine 15 PCGS. CAC. The Philadelphia Mint just managed 

to strike the new Standing Liberty design in 1916, months after 
Mercury dimes and Walking Liberty halves (introduced the same 
year) were already in circulation. 52,000 pieces were struck in 
December and released in early 1917. Many remained in circulation 
even as common 1917 examples were set aside. This cream-gray 
example has problem-free surfaces. The lower three-quarters of the 
date is bold. (#5704) 
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Choice VF 1916 Standing Liberty Quarter 



572 1916 VF35 NGC. Now here is a truly rare coin, a 1916 Standing 

Liberty quarter that managed to circulate for 25 points of wear 
before being plucked from circulation. The inner beaded border 
is completely full around the coin, and a considerable amount of 
detail is still present on Liberty’s head, on what likely started out 
as a Full Head coin. The pretty golden-gray surfaces show slight 
accents of orange and lilac. (#5704) 


573 1917 Type One MS65 Full Head PCGS. CAC. Luscious rose 
and lavender accents grace the silver-gray centers, while the 
borders show elements of orange. A striking Gem example of this 
popular type issue, boldly impressed and delightfully appealing. 
(#5707) 

574 1917 Type One MS65 Full Head PCGS. Streaky tan and steel- 
blue toning is deepest on the lower left reverse. Highly lustrous and 
nearly unabraded. The strike is intricate, as is usual for the briefly 
issued Type One design. In a green label holder. (#5 707) 

575 1917 Type One MS66 Full Head NGC. This powerfully impressed 
Premium Gem is mostly silver-gray with just a touch of gold and 
violet at the lower reverse. Captivating luster shimmers throughout 
the virtually flawless surfaces. (#5 707) 


Stunning 1917 Type One Quarter, MS66 ★ Full Head 




576 1917 Type One MS66 ★ Full Head NGC. CAC. This stunning 

Premium Gem has magnificent multi-colored rainbow toning over 
frosty silver luster on both sides. The strike is second to none with 
every detail boldly and completely defined. Although NGC has 
certified 317 of these in MS66 and another 58 in MS67, only eight 
of those coins have been assigned the ★ designation, including five 
MS66 and two MS67 (9/09). (#5707) 


577 1917-D Type One MS66 NGC. An appealing example with 

outstanding satiny luster across the untoned and nearly perfect 
surfaces. This sharply struck and virtually unimprovable piece 
would make an excellent type coin. Census: 18 in 66, 2 finer

578 1917-D Type One MS66 Full Head PCGS. Chestnut-tan,

583 1917 Type Two MS67 Full Head NGC. A highly lustrous and 

essentially brilliant Superb Gem. The reverse is virtually free of 
even the slightest contact, while the obverse is also gorgeously 
preserved. The shield rivets have unusual definition for a Type Two, 
and the waist and inner shield are sharp. The head is exquisitely 
detailed, with the hairline and ear hole strongly detailed. A 
magnificent coin that is worthy of the finest type set or specialized 
holding.

This was the third 
year that Mint Director James Ross Snowden greatly increased the production 
and promotion to the general public of proof coinage; thereby also greatly 
increasing the number of coin collectors in the United States. As in 1859, 
many 1860 proofs were melted as unsold at year’s end. This is a remarkable 
opportunity to acquire one or several proofs from this impressive set. 


Bright 1860 Cent, PR65 



891 1860 Indian Cent PR65 NGC. CAC (Gold Label). A 

magnificent example of this first year for the Indian cent design 
in regular production (after innumerable patterns). The fields are 
remarkably reflective, especially on the reverse where the color is 
a couple of shades lighter. The surfaces have a rich red patina that 
deepens around the margins and also shows occasional hints of lime 
green. The strike is full in all areas and there are no mentionable or 
observable flaws. The gold sticker speaks volumes about the quality 
of this coppennickel cent.

Two Cent PR64 Red and Brown. A needle-sharp near-Gem, honey-brown and 
lavender, with essentially undisturbed surfaces. 

Three Cent Nickel PR63. Nickel-gray with a curly mint-made lintmark on 
Liberty’s jaw.

Three Cent Silver PR63. Golden-brown, ruby-red, and ocean-blue colors 
dominate the patina.

Due to Gresham’s Law and fractional 
currency, silver coins did not circulate except in the Old West in 
1867. Only 20,000 business strikes and 625 proofs were released. 

Half Dollar PR63. An exquisitely struck example that has deep honey, 
aqua, and navy-blue toning. The similar coloration on the silver coins in 
this set suggests an original set, or at least a set that was stored together for 
many years. A few hairlines and handling marks appear in the fields.

The present coin, graded MS62, is one of 86 so certified at 
PCGS, with 53 finer (9/09). The surfaces on both sides are brilliant 
silver-white, with copious cartwheel luster despite the numerous 
ticks on the devices and in the fields that prevent a higher grade. 
Minor strike weakness appears on the high points of both sides, but 
plenty of appeal remains for the many series aficionados who prefer

1044 1892-S AU55 NGC. The price disparity between this issue in AU 
and Mint State is so wide by many times over that many collectors 
choose a nice AU to fill that vacant spot in an otherwise Mint 
State assemblage.

1054 1893-0 MS63 PCGS. Stunning prooflike reflectivity enhances 
the eye appeal of this brilliant specimen. The reverse boasts 
moderate cameo contrast between the frosted devices and lustrous 
fields. Several wispy grazes do not detract. A loupe reveals faint 
roller marks on both sides. The strike is sharp save for the often- 
seen softness on the hair above Liberty’s ear. The 1893-0 becomes

1051 1893-CC MS63 PCGS. Third-rarest of the Carson City Morgan 
dollars in all but the highest Mint State grades is the 1893-CC, 
after the 1889-CC and 1879-CC. This example is sharply struck, 
bright, and brilliant, with a somewhat frosty appearance. It is 
moderately marked on the obverse, but the reverse only shows 
a few faint blemishes.

Outstanding 1893-0 Dollar, MS63 


1055 1893-0 MS64 PCGS. CAC. The 1893-0 Morgan dollar may 
be overshadowed by the immensely popular and elusive 1893-S, 
but it is nonetheless a coveted and difficult issue in its own right. 
Only 300,000 business strike 1893-0 dollars were produced during 
this year. The Panic of 1893 saw a sharp stock market drop, a 
depression that brought about the failure of more than 500 banks, 
the bankruptcy of 74 railroads, and the shuttering of more than 
15,000 American businesses. 

The 1893-0 is rare in all Mint State grades, and it is especially 
elusive in MS64 and finer condition. PCGS has certified 90 near- 
Gem 1893-0 dollars, but only six in Gem grade and but a single 
Premium Gem (9/09). Radiant luster bursts forth from both sides 
of this splendid near-Gem example, which offers brilliant silver- 
white coloration and excellent eye appeal. The few contact marks 
on Liberty’s cheek and in the reverse fields appear to preclude an 
even higher grade, but much appeal is present. The normal strike 
weakness on the hair over Liberty’s ear and on a few of the obverse 
peripheral stars is not overly distracting. This coin is high-end for the 
assigned grade. The 1893-0 in Gem condition takes a breathtaking 
jump in price, so this piece, with the CAC endorsement, should be 
accorded every consideration. (#7224)

1056 1893-S Good 4 PCGS. Cream-gray predominates, although 
faint caramehgold toning is also present. A collectible example of 
this famous key date silver dollar.

1062 1893-S AU58 NGC. The 1893-S is a prominent rarity among 
Morgan dollars, with an interesting twist: A plurality of known 
survivors are in Very Fine condition. Such a grade is indicative of a 
specific, moderate-to-light amount of wear that is inconsistent with 
the experiences of other issues. Many have concentrations at Fine or 
lower, while a handful of Treasury and GS A release issues have higher 
modes. What could have caused the distinctive wear pattern? 

Q. David Bowers, in several of his written references, relates the 
anecdotal evidence supplied by E.S. Thresher, who wrote in the July 
1925 The Numismatist that the 1893-S was one of only a handful of 
Morgan dollar issues he had not encountered in circulation. This 
led Bowers to speculate that perhaps the late 1920s saw the release 
of most of the 1893-S dollars to Rocky Mountain states, where coin 
collectors were scarce, and there they circulated until silver dollars 
fell out of fashion for general commerce. 

The exact reason seems unknowable, yet the Bowers thought' 
experiment leads to some interesting possibilities. A hard fact, on 
the other hand, is that the 1893-S dollar is elusive in AU grades 
and a condition rarity in Mint State. This near-Mint survivor, still 
impressively lustrous beneath layers of gold-orange and silver-gray 
patina, is welbdefined with only a touch of friction over the high 
points. A few small abrasions on the cheek and wispy marks in the 
fields have little impact on the eye appeal. Census: 13 in 58, 28 
finer (9/09). (#7226) 


1063 1894 XF45 NGC. The key Philadelphia Mint dollar, the 1894 
has a mintage of only 110,000 circulation strikes, and nearly all 
survivors from that limited issue show some degree of wear. This 
Choice XF piece has light silver surfaces with considerable luster 
still present. There is no indication of toning on either side. 
(#7228) 

1064 1894 AU53 PCGS. A key-date in the Morgan series, the 1894 
had a mintage of just 110,000 business strikes, and relatively few 
survive in Mint State grades. The balance of survivors are found 
worn, usually far beyond the light wear on the high points of this 
pleasing piece. Brilliant silver surfaces and a good strike round out 
its desirability.(#7228) 

1065 1894 AU53 PCGS. Scarcely toned and scarcely worn, a 
moderately abraded coin in light silver-gray that is nonetheless 
attractive for the AU53 designation. One of just 110,000 pieces 
struck. (#7228)

1066 1894 MS63 NGC. A pleasing piece with dynamic mint luster 
and delicate chestnut toning. Marks are refreshingly few and far 
between, although a thin horizontal line on the eagle’s belly merits 
mention.

1084 1896-0 MS62 AN ACS. Faint golden overtones grace otherwise 
silver-gray surfaces.

Pale champagne toning subdues the frosty 
luster of this lovely Mint State specimen. The New Orleans and San

A key rarity in Mint State grades, although 
plentiful in circulated grades, few 1897A) Morgan dollars were found 
in the Treasury Hoard. This brilliant and lustrous representative

1087 1898 MS67 NGC. A fully brilliant Superb Gem, the surfaces are 
entirely brilliant with little evidence of toning on either side. The 
surfaces are nearly flawless with soft, frosty silver luster.

1115 1895 PR66 Cameo NGC. Numismatists have often speculated 
about the possible existence of any non-proof 1895 Morgan 
dollars from Philadelphia. Bowers, in his Silver Dollars and 
Trade Dollars of the United States, A Complete Encyclopedia 
(1993), quoted the traditional mintage figure of 12,000 business 
strikes for this date, although he noted: “I have never seen an 
authentic specimen. It is presumed that the entire mintage, 
if indeed it ever existed, consisting of only 12 mint bags, went 
to the melting pot under the provisions of the Pittman Act 
of 1918.” In 2004, Bowers was more definite in his opinion 
regarding this issue. In The Official Red Book of Morgan Silver 
Dollars, Bowers states “In 1895, at the Philadelphia Mint, there 
was no coinage of silver dollars for circulation.” 

Perhaps the alleged mintage of 12,000 business strikes in 
1895 will never be definitively proven or disproven. 

Among the finest specimens that we have ever seen, this 
Premium Gem proof displays essentially untoned surfaces 
that only exhibit hints of golden color on the high points 
of the design and along the rim. The deeply reflective fields 
and sharply struck devices are equally free of grade-limiting 
blemishes. Sharp contrast is evident on both sides and this 
factor easily warrants a Cameo designation.

A bold and intriguing 11 cents error. The cent obverse shows the 
dime’s reverse as an undertype, and vice versa. The date of the 
dime is not given on the holder, yet more digits of that date are 
discernible than there are on the cent.

MS67, Double Denomination 



1237 2001 Lincoln Cent—Struck on a 2001-P Dime—MS67 NGC. 
A lustrous double denomination error with delicate tan toning and 
no indication of abrasions.

Roosevelt gazes south relative 
to the portrait of Lincoln. A wonderful 11-cent piece. 

1238 1920 Buffalo Nickel—Partial Collar Strike—MS66 PCGS. To 

the untrained eye, this appears to be merely a high grade Buffalo 
nickel with vibrant luster and chestnut-gold and olive toning. 
However, the reverse is fully struck, unheard of for a business strike, 
the TY in LIBERTY show distortion from metal flow toward the 
rim, and the reverse rim is much wider at 3 o’clock than is the 
obverse rim at the same location. 

1239 1991-P Jefferson Nickel—Struck on a Struck Cent—MS62 
Red and Brown NGC. A previously struck cent entered a press 
striking nickels and received an overimpression. The columns of 
the Lincoln Memorial appear as “bars” on the portrait of Jefferson, 
and suggestions of the curves in Lincoln’s portrait appear on and 
around Monticello. The date of the cent undertype has been 
obliterated. 


1240 Five-Piece 1936 Proof Set PR64 to PR66 PCGS. The cent is 
the Brilliant or Type Two variety, graded PR64 Red and Brown, 
and mostly red; the nickel is the Satin or Type One variety, graded 
PR66, with splashes of champagne over its light blue proof surfaces; 
the dime is PR65, fully brilliant with untoned surfaces; the quarter 
is PR65, similarly brilliant with untoned silver surfaces; and the half 
dollar grades PR65, also brilliant and untoned. (Total: 5 coins) 

1241 Five-Piece 1942 Proof Set PR64 to PR66 PCGS. Includes the 
cent, PR64 Red Cameo, a surprising piece with bold contrast in 
copper-orange; the Type 1 nickel, PR65, faint golden patina and

1248 1854 Flying Eagle Cent, Judd-164 Original, Pollock-189, 
R.5, PR66 Brown NGC. The hook-necked flying eagle design 
is surrounded by stars and the date below. The reverse closely 
resembles the regular dies issue for the large cent, although the 
wreath and letters are smaller, as is the diameter. Struck in a bronze 
composition and specified exactly on the insert as: 93% copper, 6% 
tin, and 1 % zinc. The piece weighs 95.5 grains (also on the insert), 
which places it in the range for original strikings (90 to 100 grains), 
while restrikes are in the 113-grain range. Plain edge. The surfaces 
show even deep brown and blue patina with nicely reflective fields 
and sharply struck devices.

1319 1859 Old Reverse, Type One MS64 NGC. The Old Reverse hub 
of the Liberty quarter eagle, sometimes called the First Reverse, was 
introduced along with the type in 1840. This hub is identifiable by 
the nearness of the lowest arrowhead to the CA in AMERICA and 
the closed talons on the eagle. Although replaced by a new reverse 
hub in 1859, the Old Reverse hub continued in use, albeit in a 
limited fashion, through 1861. The first 1859 Old Reverse quarter 
eagle was discovered only in the 1960s. Today, this variety is well 
respected as a significant rarity in all grades. This is the single 
finest example known to NGC (9/09), and it is a lovely orange- 
gold representative. The finish is mostly frosty, and the strike is 
sharp exception for the often/seen lack of detail on the eagle’s left 
(facing) leg feathers. There are only a few small abrasions here 
and there, with a pair of toning spots at the lower obverse rim that 
should serve as useful pedigree markers.

1320 1860-C XF40 PCGS. Variety 1, the only die pairing known for 
this low-mintage pre-Civil War issue. The 1860-C represents 
the last quarter eagle issue of the Charlotte Mint, which would 
make only half eagles in 1861, including a few hundred thought 
to have been made under Confederate rule. The 1860-C quarter 
eagle was produced to the extent of only 7,400 pieces, with most 
certified survivors—a combined population of 216 coins at NGC 
and PCGS—averaging XF40 to XF45. This piece displays more 
remaining luster than expected over orange-gold surfaces that are 
free of mentionable distractions. The planchet is well-produced, 
and the generous eye appeal of this piece for the grade will delight 
the successful bidder.

1322 1862-S—Improperly Cleaned—NCS. Unc. Details. This crisply 
struck yellow-gold low mintage quarter eagle has no indication of 
wear, but the luster has been diminished by a wipe which has left 
the piece slightly bright. One gray spot is noted near the large 2 
in the fraction. Just 8,000 pieces were coined of this Civil War 
issue. Only five pieces have been certified as Mint State by NGC 
and PCGS combined (9/09). The 21 pieces listed as NGC AU58

Among Finest Certified by NGC 



1323 1868 MS62 Prooflike NGC. Since gold coins failed to circulate 
on the East Coast in 1868, only 3,600 quarter eagles were struck for 
commerce. Most were eventually melted, and survivors congregate 
in AU grades. This flashy and sharply struck piece has only minor 
marks. As of (9/09), NGC has certified no examples above MS62, 
with or without a Prooflike designation.

1324 1871-S MS61 PCGS. Peach-gold surfaces are typically struck, 
that is, weakness occurs in the hair at Liberty’s forehead and on the 
eagle’s legs and claws.

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Eye-Catching 1872 Quarter Eagle, AU58 



1325 1872 AU58 NGC. The impressively reflective fields are nearly 
prooflike and highlight the boldly struck design elements. 

The 1872 
quarter eagle had a diminutive mintage of just 3,000 pieces and it is 
rare in mint condition. Census: 22 in 58, 12 finer (8/09).

Rare 1881 Quarter Eagle, MS62 



1328 1881 MS62 PCGS. A rare and highly sought-after issue, the 1881 
quarter eagle had a tiny mintage of just 640 business strikes. Fewer 
than 30 examples have been certified in Mint State by NGC and 
PCGS combined, and none have been graded any finer than MS62 
by PCGS. 

The deep copper-orange, lilac, and sea-green toning is this 
coin’s most noteworthy physical attribute. It is also sharply struck, 
except for the typical softness on the eagle’s left (facing) leg. 
The fields are partially prooflike and highlight the mildly frosted 
motifs, especially on the reverse. Light handling marks are visible 
under a loupe, but they do not significantly detract from the coin’s 
overall pleasing appearance.

This Select piece boasts excellent eye 
appeal through its orange-gold, attractive surfaces, crisp strike, and

1331 1887 MS63 PCGS. Wisps of mint-green visit the lustrous yellow- 
gold surfaces of this Select quarter eagle. The strike is uniform 
throughout and both sides reveal minute contacts. A strike-through 
is visible on Liberty’s neck. A low-mintage date of 6,160 circulation 
strikes. Population: 18 in 63, 14 finer (9/09).(#7839) 


Ebullient 1888 Quarter Eagle, MS65 



1332 1888 MS65 PCGS. While the mintage of 1888 quarter eagles 
was considerably larger than for the 1880 through 1887 issues, 
the 16,001 business strikes still make it fairly elusive within the 
context of 19th century gold. The certified survivors at NGC and 
PCGS, numbering a few hundred in all, mostly fall in the lower 
Mint State levels, MS60 to MS62. Gems are rare, although the 
two services combined have graded 30 with four finer, counting 
duplications (9/09). Ebullient luster radiates from the orange-gold 
surfaces, with tremendous eye appeal and no mentionable post¬ 
strike impairments. Minor strike weakness shows in the center of

Finest Certified as Prooflike 



1333 1898 MS65 Prooflike NGC. An intricately struck Gem with 
notable field reflectivity and a minimum of field contact. Only 
24,000 pieces were struck, and perhaps a thousand examples have 
survived. As of (9/09), NGC has certified seven 1898 quarter 
eagles as Prooflike, with the present piece as the single highest 
graded. (#77850) 


Marvelous, Conditionally Rare 
1902 Quarter Eagle, MS68 



1334 1902 MS68 NGC. The 1902 quarter eagle, from a mintage of 
133,540 circulation strikes, can be located with little difficulty 
through the Gem grade level. Premium and Superb Gems are 
more difficult but can still be acquired with a bit of patience and 
searching. Specimens in the lofty grade of MS68, however, are 
extreme rarities. 

Scintillating luster radiates from satiny surfaces bathed in lovely 
yellow-gold patina imbued with tinges of greenish-tan and apricot. 
The design elements are fully brought up, enhancing even more 
the marvelous eye appeal. Immaculate preservation characterizes 
both sides. The only pedigree marker we can locate is a tiny toning 
spot to the upper right of star 6. A faint die line extends from 
Liberty’s ear to the lower neck.

1335 1904 MS67 NGC. The 1904, like other early 20th century Liberty 
quarter eagle issues, is heavily collected for type purposes. This 
Superb Gem would fit readily in such a set with an emphasis on 
quality. Bold, slightly satiny butter-yellow luster shows echoes 
of lavender and green close to the rims. Carefully preserved and 
gorgeous. NGC has graded just four numerically finer examples 
(9/09). (#7856) 

1336 1905 MS66 NGC. A lovely Premium Gem that demonstrates 
vibrant luster and exhibits original khaki-gold toning. The strike is 
razor-sharp save for the dentils, which show minor sloping toward 
the field. (#785 7) 


Prooflike Gem 1905 Two and a Half 


1337 1905 MS65 Prooflike NGC. According to the (9/09) NGC Census 
Report, the present piece is the only example certified as either 
Prooflike or Deep Mirror Prooflike. With the exception of the 1900, 
NGC has designated at least one Prooflike piece for all dates between 
1889 and 1906. The present piece would be the stopper to such an 
ambitious collection. Needle-sharp, flashy, and undisturbed.

Starkly Contrasted 1869 Quarter Eagle 
PR64 Ultra Cameo 



1338 1869 PR64 Ultra Cameo NGC. CAC. The 1869 quarter eagle 
is a fascinating issue, whether in proof or business strike format. 
Only 4,320 pieces were struck for circulation, and if that is not low 
enough, a tiny mintage of 25 proofs was produced. Both are very 
scarce in their own right. Garrett and Guth point out the inherent 
danger of relying too heavily on population data as an indicator 
of rarity: “The 1869 ... proof is one of those interesting issues that 
have a reported population number that is higher than the reported 
mintage. It is probably the clearest example of the data being 
misleading as to the true rarity of an issue.” Probably no more than 
15 to 20 examples exist in all grades, and as Paul Taglione observed 
more than 25 years ago “a few of which are less-than-inspiring due 
to cleaning and hairlining.” 

This is one of the finest examples known. Only five pieces have 
been certified in higher grades by both of the major services. The 
two diagnostics for proofs that Breen mentions for this issue are 
both easily seen here: the low positioning of the date, and the die 
line at the top of the L in LIBERTY. The fields are deeply mirrored, 
with the usually seen orange-peel texture. The devices are heavily 
frosted and present stark cameo contrast on each side. The only 
mentionable surface imperfection is a planchet flaw above the

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Wonderful PR64 Ultra Cameo 1881 Quarter Eagle 



1339 1881 PR64 Ultra Cameo NGC. CAC. This astounding Ultra 
Cameo specimen is one of just four for the issue so certified by 
NGC (9/09). Pale yellow-gold color is the rule for the devices, 
but at most angles the glassy fields are “black” in contrast. Faint 
haziness is of little concern, though the wispy hairlines in the 
reverse fields contribute to the coin’s grade. (#97907) 


Intriguing PR58 1887 Quarter Eagle 



1340 1887 PR58 NGC. The proof quarter eagles of 1887 are noteworthy 
as the second date in the series to sport a triple-digit mintage; only 
the 1860 issue had reached that level before it. This specimen is 
exquisitely detailed with amply reflective yellow-gold fields, though 
the rub on each side goes beyond garden-variety impairment and 
necessitates the PR58 designation. Still, a thoroughly desirable

Low-Mintage 1890 Quarter Eagle, PR60 




1341 1890 PR60 NGC. An unworn proof as the grade implies, but 
a small patch of contact marks in the right obverse field, behind 
Liberty’s neck, and a scrape above the 90 in the date circumvent 
a finer grade. Other small marks appear on the reverse. This piece 
may nonetheless be an attractive alternative for a budget-conscious 
collector interested in acquiring a proof 19th century gold coin.

Appealing 1902 Quarter Eagle, PR58 



1342 1902 PR58 PCGS. The 1902 Liberty Head quarter eagle in proof 
format saw a mintage of 193 pieces, roughly in line with quarter 
eagle proof production during this era. This briefly circulated 
specimen displays attractive variegated yellow-gold and peach 
coloration. Some cameo tendency, very unusual for this issue, is 
noted, especially on the reverse. The design elements are boldly 
impressed, befitting a proof strike. The few scattered marks in no

Glimpses of orange and rose grace 
the otherwise apricot-gold surfaces of this charming quarter eagle.

A flaw is noted to the right of the Y in 
LIBERTY, and small marks are scattered in the reverse fields.

1345 1910 MS64 NGC. Soft luster emanates from honey-gold surfaces 
laced with greenish-gray, and a well executed strike imparts sharp 
detail to the devices.

1346 1911 MS64 PCGS. CAC. Although the 1911-D quarter eagle 
gets most of the attention, the 1911 Philadelphia issue is a 
condition rarity in high grades.

1347 1911 MS65 PCGS. The 1911 quarter eagle has one of the highest 
mintages of the Indian Head series, but Gems and finer pieces are 
nonetheless elusive, and nearly as difficult as better-known issues 
such as the 1914 and 1914-D. This piece offers marvelously smooth 
yellow-orange surfaces, particularly on the Indian’s cheek and the 
field before it.

1349 1911-D—Improperly Cleaned—NGC. AU Details. A bold 
mintmark and sharp design details distinguish this key date Indian 
two and a half. Light wear on the cheekbone and eagle’s shoulder 
confirm brief circulation. A bit bright due to a wipe from a jeweler’s 
cloth, but will satisfy many collectors who need only this scarce 
issue to complete their sets. (#7943) 


Desirable 1911-D Quarter Eagle, MS62 


1350 1911-D MS62 NGC. The 1911-D, with a mintage of 55,680 
pieces, is the key date to the Indian Head quarter eagle series. 
Yellow-gold surfaces tinted with hints of tan display soft luster and 
well struck design elements. A scattering of light marks, more so on 
the reverse, helps to limit the grade. (#7943) 

1351 1911-D Weak D—Improperly Cleaned—NCS. AU Details. 

The ghostly “D” mintmark on the reverse identifies this key- 
date variant. While the yellow-gold and green-gold surfaces show 
hairlines from a past cleaning, this remains a desirable and little-

1352 1912 MS63 NGC. Vibrant luster, a sharp strike, and refreshingly

1353 1914 MS63 NGC. The 1914 quarter eagle has the second lowest 
mintage for the series. The present specimen is alive with rich 
gold color interspersed with blushes of mint-green, sky-blue, and 
lavender. The design elements are sharp, and the luster quality is 
well above average for the series, being mostly frosty with minimal 
granularity. There are remarkably few abrasions for the MS63 grade

Although the 448,000 piece mintage of the 1914-D is unimpressive, 
most certified examples are in AU58 to MS63 grades, and the issue

1357 1914-D MS65 PCGS. The 1914-D Indian quarter eagle had 
a total production of 448,000 coins, a nominal amount that is 
completely unremarkable within the series context. Nonetheless, 
the recently published Akers Handbook on 20th century gold coins 
says succinctly concerning the issue: 

“The 1914-D is the premier rarity in the Indian Quarter Eagle 
series in grades at or above MS-65. Low-grade Mint State examples 
are not all that difficult to find, but the population drops off 
markedly beginning in MS-64. A handful of MS-65s are listed at 
the major certification services, and NGC even reports a single 
Superb Gem... .” 

The present coin is one of 39 MS65 pieces certified at PCGS, 
with none finer (9/09). Even, khaki-gold coloration appears 
throughout, with remarkably smooth, softly frosted surfaces and 
tremendous eye appeal.

Lustrous yellow-gold surfaces exhibit well 
struck design features. Minor reverse field abrasions, including a 
hair-thin mark in the upper left field, limit the grade.(#7949) 

1360 1927 MS64 NGC. A khaki-gold Indian type coin that has 
scintillating luster and an above average strike. A loupe reveals 
only a hair-thin mark beneath the cheekbone and within the 
headdress. (#7951) 

1361 1929 MS64 NGC. The headdress lacks a full strike, but this 
lovely near-Gem type coin is refreshingly bereft of abrasions. Luster 
bathes all areas. A lower mintage than the rare 1929 half eagle.

THREE DOLLAR GOLD PIECES 


Popular 1854-0 Three, XF45 



1365 1854-0 XF45 NGC. Known to be the only New Orleans Mint 
three, the 1854-0 is highly popular with collectors of Southern 
mint gold. This piece has light green-gold coloration with traces 
of luster in the protected areas. The peripheral design elements are 
typically weak, with sharper central details. (#7971) 


1362 1854 AU55 NGC. The yellow-gold surfaces of this Choice AU 
three dollar show traces of luster in the recesses. Aside from a bit 
of high-point wear, the design elements exhibit strong detail. Light 
circulation marks are undistracting. (#7969) 


Bright MS64 1854 Three Dollar 



1363 1854 MS64 PCGS. The eye appeal of this supremely lustrous 
near-Gem example seems nearly unmatchable for the issue. The 
coin is so luminous and brilliant that it appears to have been 
freshly minted within the past few days or weeks. Boldly struck 
with honey-gold surfaces that reveal only minimal marks on either 
side. An impressive, high-end example of this popular three dollar 
date. (#7969) 

1364 1854-0—Improperly Cleaned—NCS. XF Details. This is the 
only year the New Orleans Mint produced three dollar gold coins. 
Fine hairlines are visible under high magnification on the lightly 
cleaned greenish-gold surfaces of this XF Details specimen. This is 
a well defined piece except for high-point wear and strike weakness 
in the hair. Distributed minute marks occur over both sides.

The strike is bold save for the 
often-seen softness on Liberty’s hair. Several tiny abrasions do not 
distract. Housed in an early NGC holder.(#7972) 

1368 1855 AU58 NGC. A still-lustrous yellow-gold piece that shows only 
minor rub, mostly at the high points of the portrait and the bow on the 
wreath. Only a few small, scattered abrasions appear on each side.

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Marvelous 1855 Three Dollar Gold, MS66 
One of the Two Finest Certified 


1369 1855 MS66 NGC. By 1855, the second year of three dollar 
gold coin production, the high hopes for it being accepted in 
the channels of commerce diminished. Coinage dropped from 
138,618 pieces at the Philadelphia Mint in 1854 to just 50,555 
in 1855. Production at the Dahlonega and New Orleans mints 
was discontinued in 1855, but a small emission came out of San 
Francisco. 

Despite the significantly lower mintage, the 1855 
Philadelphia issue can be located without too much difficulty in 
the About Uncirculated to lower Mint State range. However, 
as David Bowers notes in his 2005 $3 Gold Pieces treatise, "... 
coin for coin the 1855 is much more elusive than the 1854.” 

Most collectors are unlikely to encounter three dollar 
gold coins in grades MS64 or above. NGC and PCGS have 
certified about 40 near-Gems (a number of which are likely 
resubmissions), only four Gems, and a mere two Premium Gems. 
Our present 1855 offering is one of those two. Intense luster 
emanates from its richly toned orange-gold surfaces imbued 
with splashes of mint-green. Aside from minor weakness on the 
reverse bowknot and adjacent two leaves to its right, the design 
features exhibit sharp detail. A few unobtrusive ticks may well 
preclude the attainment of an even finer grade. A couple of 
grazes to the lower left of the 1 in the date are mentioned only 
because they may help in the coin’s identification for future 
researchers and catalogers. Die striae are lacking on both sides,

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1370 1856 AU58 NGC. An unusually crisp strike on the portrait, 
though the knot on the bow is characteristically flat. Strong 
yellow-gold luster is undimmed by the coin’s minor friction.

Excellent XF45 1856-S Three Dollar 


1373 1856-S XF45 NGC. Medium S. Out of four (or five, if one counts 
the 1870-S) San Francisco three dollar gold issues, the 1856-S is 
the most accessible, though at 34,500 pieces struck, it poses its own 
challenges. This example retains considerable yellow-gold luster, 
since the wear is primarily at the high points. (#7975) 


1374 1859 PCGS Genuine. The PCGS number ending in .98 suggests 
Damage as the reason, or perhaps one of the reasons, that PCGS 
deemed this coin not gradable. In our opinion, this coin has AU58 
details, but the reverse has four small curly pinscratches that some 
might interpret as graffiti. Three of these are located on the field 
between 3 and 4 o’clock, and the fourth pinscratch is above the 
AR in DOLLARS. Only 15,558 pieces were struck.(#7979) 


Scarce Uncirculated 1859 Three Dollar 



1375 1859 MS61 NGC. With a generous mintage for the three dollar 
series, the 1859 is surprisingly unavailable in mint condition. Only 
70-90 pieces are believed known today in Uncirculated grades. This 
piece shows repunching on the right side of the 9 in the date, and 
the usual squat 5 with a wide right side and small ball to the left. 
The surfaces are colorful, with much reddish patina interspersed 
with lilac on each side. The strike is well but not fully brought up, 
with some softness (usually seen) on the bowknot. (#7979) 


Borderline Uncirculated 1860 Three Dollar 



1376 1860 AU58 NGC. Light wear on the wreath and hair confirm 
the grade, but luster dominates the reverse as well as the obverse 
periphery. No marks are of any import. Although the three dollar 
gold series began with reasonable mintages, by 1860 Philadelphia 
issued only 7,036 pieces, only a tiny fraction of its gold dollar

1377 1860-S AU58 NGC. Few 1860-S three dollar coins were put aside 
by collectors, resulting in a dearth of Mint State examples today.

Its brassy-gold surfaces display considerable luster and the design 
features are well impressed. A few light marks are undisturbing.

The Finest Certified Example 



1379 1861 MS67 NGC. The 1861 three dollar comes from a low 
mintage of 5,959 circulation strikes. A couple hundred or so 
examples have survived to the present day, mostly in Extremely 
Fine to About Uncirculated condition. David Bowers, in his 
The United States $3 Gold Pieces reference, gives an estimate 
of 35 to 50 Mint State specimens known. An inspection of 
NGC/PCGS population figures shows that the two services 
have certified a little more than 100 Uncirculated pieces. 
Many of these, however, are likely resubmissions or crossover 
coins. The issue is highly elusive in the near-Gem level of 
preservation and finer. The two services have graded fewer 
than 15 MS64s, a mere four Gems, two Premium Gems, and a 
solitary MS67—the specimen in the current offering. 

Both sides exhibit two shades of peach-gold coloration 
tinted with whispers of mint-green, and a well executed strike 
delivers virtually complete definition to the design features. 
The motifs are lightly frosted and stand out against the 
somewhat prooflike fields. Both surfaces display die striations, 
as do nearly all high-grade 1861 three dollar gold examples.

1383 1863 MS62 NGC. Those 1863 three dollar pieces that survive 
today were almost certainly obtained directly from the Mint by 
collectors, or obtained from the Mint as birthday or Christmas 
presents. During the Civil War, gold coins were never released 
into circulation. Market appearances in Mint State grades are 
infrequent. This pleasing piece has soft, frosty orange-gold luster 
with a splash of green patina.

Rare and Desirable 1865 Three Dollar, MS64 



1384 1865 MS64 PCGS. CAC. The 1865 is one of the most challenging 
issues in the three dollar series with an emission of just 1,140 pieces. 
Bowers and Winter (2005) estimate that only 100 examples have 
survived in all grades, with j ust 12 to 15 pieces known in Uncirculated 
grades. That revises Akers (1979), who wrote that he had seen only 
“two full Mint State pieces.” The high grade rarity of this issue is 
significant, and it is more elusive in mint condition than some of 
the later, lower mintage, issues such as the 1881 and 1885. 

Outstanding semiprooflike fields show moderate contrast against 
the frosty devices. Lovely red patina fills the protected areas, while 
the rest of the surfaces are yellow-gold. Careful inspection with a 
loupe reveals only a few minor marks.

This piece shows 
modest wear across the high points, and while a few minor digs are 
scattered on each side, serious flaws are absent. Population: 18 in

Rare 1872 Three Dollar, MS61 



1386 1872 MS61 PCGS. This low-mintage date (2,000 business strikes) 
is very rare. The few Mint State examples that have survived are in 
the lower Uncirculated levels. Somewhat prooflike fields of this 
MS61 coin establish modest variance with the devices. The usual 
weakness is apparent in portions of the Indian’s hair and minor 
distributed ticks are undistracting. (#7994) 


1387 1874—Improperly Cleaned—NGC. AU Details. Yellow-gold 
surfaces display partially prooflike fields that highlight the well 
impressed devices at various angles. Faint hairlines are visible 
under a loupe, but these should not dissuade bidders as the light

1388 1878 MS62 PCGS. A charming canary-gold type coin with 
coruscating luster and an absence of relevant abrasions. Well struck 
save for the knot of the wreath bow. The 8s are lightly repunched 
within the upper loops, and minor die doubling is noted on the 
right-side cotton leaves. (#8000) 


Vibrant MS62 1878 Three Dollar 




1389 1878 MS62 NGC. A whopping 82,304 examples were struck of 
the 1878 three dollar gold, the largest output in the entire 35-year 
series. As a result, more high grade survivors are known of this year 
than any other. This piece shows the usual pleasing mint frost, and 
each side displays light reddish patina. Lightly abraded for the most 
part, except for a short mark to the right of the bottom of the 3 on 
the reverse. (#8000) 



Charming MS64 1879 Three Dollar 


1390 1879 MS64 NGC. Following the mammoth mintage of 1878, the 
three dollar gold piece slipped back into its low-mintage ways in 
1879. This near-Gem from the latter issue has characteristically 
reflective luster in parts of the pale yellow-gold fields. Excellent 
detail on Liberty’s hair. NGC has graded only 21 finer pieces

1391 1879 MS64 NGC. Flashy yellow-gold fields show a touch of 
patina, particularly near the rims, lending the coin an aura of 
originality.

A precise strike aside 
from minor bluntness on Liberty’s eyebrow. Both sides are only 
lightly abraded, and given the strong demand from collectors of 
this popular set, the present lot should witness spirited bidding.

1395 1887 MS62 PCGS. Most of the gold coinage of 1887 was made 
at the San Francisco Mint, which churned out half eagles, eagles, 
and double eagles in large numbers. The modest mintage of 6,000 
three dollar coins served only to prevent a major rarity—and even 
then, it appears that many examples were melted within a brief 
period after their manufacture. This example offers copious luster 
emanating from apricot-gold surfaces, with a few stray, undistracting 
abrasions that account for the grade. A trio of tiny planchet flaws 
between DOLLARS and 1887 requires singular mention, but this 
coin nonetheless displays much eye appeal and a generous quotient

Coins with the Prooflike designation are an entirely different 
matter. NGC gives this classification to only 26 coins. The apricot- 
gold surfaces of this near-Gem exhibit well struck devices and 
appreciable field-motif contrast at various angles. Scattered light 
marks preclude Gem status, yet still highly attractive. Census: 12 in

1393 1882 AU58 NGC. The semiprooflike fields of this near-Mint 
State three dollar highlight its well defined motifs, and both sides 
display attractive variegated brass-gold and peach coloration. This 
issue has generated considerable proof/prooflike debate as the 
latter often closely resemble proofs. The repunched 2 in the date, 
with a crescent-shaped vestige of an earlier 2 above the final digit, 
confirms the circulation-strike status of the present offering. Proofs 
lack this feature (see David Bowers, United States $3 Gold Pieces, p.

1396 1889 AU58 NGC. In this last year of the three dollar 
denomination, the mintage fell to 2,300 circulation strikes. A 
generous amount of luster remains on the brassy-gold surfaces of 
this near-Mint State specimen, and the design elements retain 
strong detail after discounting high-point wear. Minuscule abrasions 
are scattered over both sides. (#8011)

Stunning 1879 Flowing Hair Stella, Judd-1635, PR65 
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1397 1879 Flowing Hair, Judd-1635, Pollock-1833, R.3, PR65 NGC. The 1879 Flowing Hair gold 
Stellas were offered in sets that also contained the Judd-1617 and Judd-1626 patterns, both known 
as “goloid metric dollars” with obverse design by William Barber. The Judd-1617 was designed 
to contain a small proportion of gold to silver, about 1:213. The Judd-1626 was designed to 
contain gold to silver proportioned at about 6:94- As far as we can determine (and as USPatterns. 
com and patterns expert Saul Teichman reinforce), none of those patterns have ever undergone 
metallurgical testing to determine their actual composition. Although we tend to view the 1879 Stellas 
with awe and in isolation, they were part of a series of alternate proposals aimed at: 

—Developing new markets, domestic and international, for U.S. silver 

—Creating new, workable alloys of gold and silver 

—Establishing viable international coinages with metric exactitude 

William D. Kelley, Richard P. Bland, and John A. Kasson were three Congressmen, all members of 
the House of Representatives, with nearly 70 years of service among them. With his well-developed 
flair for hyperbole, Walter Breen in his Complete Encyclopedia calls them an “unholy trinity” that “also 
became instrumental in various proposals (1868-1880) for international coinage, aimed at creating a 
larger foreign market for domestic silver. This explains in part their adoption of metric weights of U.S. 
silver coins 1873-1964, as well as for the ‘goloid’ and ‘metric’ coins, including the Stellas.” Breen cites 
the Trade dollars (1873-1885) and Morgan dollars (1878-1921) as among their proposals “for new 
issues of silver coin as a captive market for silver bullion at artificially inflated prices.” 

William Darrah “Pig Iron” Kelley (1814-1890) 

Philadelphia native Kelley pursued classical studies but worked as an apprentice, then jeweler from 
1828-40. He got his law degree in 1841 and rose through Philadelphia political circles in the 1840s and 
1850s. After losing a bid for Congress, he was a delegate in 1860 to the Republican National Convention 
(where he is likely to have first met Kasson). Winning a second election bid, he served in Congress from 
1861-90. Kelley was nicknamed “Pig Iron” because of his advocacy of Pennsylvania mining interests. 
He chaired the House Committee on Coinage, Weights, and Measures from 1867-73, later serving on 
numerous other committees. He died in Washington and is interred in Philadelphia. 

Richard Parks “Silver Dick” Bland (1835-1899) 

Bland was born in Ohio but moved to Missouri at age 20, then on to California and the western 
Utah Territory (present-day Nevada). There he taught school and tried prospecting and mining, a 
subject that interested him keenly and that was a mainstay of the western Nevada economy. After 
passing the bar, he practiced in Virginia City and Carson City. His first elected office was as Carson 
City treasurer from 1860-64, the year Nevada became a state. (It was there that he undoubtedly 
would have met town founder Abraham “Abe” Curry, who established Carson City in 1858 and 
would be the first superintendent of the Carson City Mint.) Bland returned to Missouri in 1865 and 
was elected to Congress in 1872, serving from 1872-94 and 1896-99. Bland chaired the Committee 
on Mines and Mining from 1875-77 and the Committee on Coinage, Weights, and Measures 
from 1883-89 and 1891-95. In 1878 he cosponsored the Bland-Allison Act, which reintroduced 
the silver dollar. Bland was known as “Silver Dick,” reflecting his 25-year campaign to establish 
bimetallism and support silver mining. Bland lost the 1896 Democratic presidential nomination to 
William Jennings Bryan, who campaigned for unlimited “Free Silver” coinage. 
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John Adam Kasson (1822-1910) 

Kasson was elected to the U.S. House of Representatives six times, a career he repeatedly interrupted 
for diplomatic service. Kasson in 1860 was an Iowa delegate to the Republican National Convention. 
Abraham Lincoln named him first assistant postmaster general in 1861, an office he held until 1862. 
He was elected to the House of Representatives from 1863-67, during which time he chaired the 
Committee on Coinage, Weights, and Measures. In 1863 and again in 1867 he served as a delegate 
and commissioner to international postal conventions. In 1866 he drafted the Metric Act, legalizing 
the previously illegal metric system for use in the United States. He was an Iowa state representative in 
1868-72 and served again in Congress 1873-77. He was an envoy to Austria-Hungary in 1877-81, the 
period in which the 1879 Stellas were coined. 

Although Breen’s description of the men as an “unholy trinity” may be somewhat 
offensive, their biographies enable us to understand them a bit better, rather than demonizing 
them. Two of the three had such deep and abiding identification with mining interests 
that they were nicknamed “Pig Iron” and “Silver Dick.” The third, Kasson, was a veteran 
international traveler-diplomat with interests in the metric system as well as coinage. 

It is nonetheless true that the Stellas, along with the goloid dollars and the various metric 
coinage proposals, were flawed and unworkable. The Stellas would only approximate, rather 
than exactly equal, the values of several well-established European gold coins—a proposition 
of doubtful value. And the goloid and metric goloid dollars—silver alloyed with varying 
amounts of gold and copper, just as the Stellas purportedly were—were indistinguishable 
from the normal “coin silver” dollars containing no gold. This was an immediate 
inducement to “wicked coiners,” as Mint chief coiner Oliver Bosbyshell termed it. 

We believe the Mint produce no experimental metric alloy for the Stella patterns; rather, it shaved 
down half eagle planchets of normal .900 fine gold for their coinage, leading to the striations seen on 
all pieces we have cataloged. The striations on the present lovely Gem run slightly west-southwest to 
east-northeast through Liberty’s hair, cheek, and eye areas, as well as faintly out into the field behind 
her head. On the reverse after a normal coin turn, the striations run slightly west-northwest to east- 
southeast. A couple of shallow, undistracting indentations on Liberty’s cheek are noted, along with a 
few hair-thin scrapes in the field just above the date. Unmentioned on the holder is the considerable 
cameo contrast visible over the yellow-gold surfaces. This is a stunning piece, with equal parts immense 
numismatic interest and enormous eye appeal. Census: 17 in 65, 15 finer (9/09). (#8057) 
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1401 1800—Cleaned—ANACS. AU50 Details. Breen-6438, BD-2, 
High R.3. The reverse with the E in STATES positioned with 
vertical stroke to the left of where the clouds touch. A light yellow- 
gold piece that has the details of an AU specimen, though the 
hairlined fields show disturbed luster from a past cleaning and each 
side shows a number of small digs. (#8082)

1-A, R.3. There are four types of half eagles produced in 1834:

1834 half eagles are, of course, the last of their type, and among the 
Classic Heads the Crosslet 4 is much more elusive than the Plain 4 
variety.

In MS64, 1834 Plain 4s are far 
from common, but when found they make wonderful type coins. 
NGC has certified 52 pieces in this near-Gem grade, with only 
eight coins finer (9/09).

One thin obverse mark noted at 10:30.(#8174) 

1411 1837 AU53 NGC. CAC. Large Date, Large 5, Breen-6512, 
McCloskey 2-B, R.3. A sun-gold better date Philadelphia Classic 
five with substantial luster and uncommonly few marks. Sharply 
struck and pleasing. Certified in a prior generation holder. 
(#8175) 

1412 1838-D—Improperly Cleaned—NCS. VF Details. McCloskey 
1-A, R.3, the sole dies. Slightly bright and glossy, but the eagle’s 
plumage has a wealth of detail. The borders display occasional 
tiny digs. This introductory Dahlonega issue is costly in better 
circulated grades, but the present piece should be affordable to the 
budget-minded Southern gold collector.(#8178) 


1413 1839 MS63 PCGS. The 1839 Liberty half eagles were the first of a 
denomination that would continue for nearly 70 years, although the 
design is actually quite different from the issues of 1840 and later, 
making it technically a one-year subtype. Most known survivors 
from the mintage of 118,000 coins are well-circulated, and Mint 
State examples are rare. The yellow-gold surfaces on this specimen 
offer rich, frosty luster and ebullient eye appeal. A few of the 
obverse stars around the periphery are incompletely struck up, but 
the central details are boldly impressed. Scattered light abrasions 
account for the grade, and a couple of small dark flecks appear 
on the reverse, which also shows some strike incompleteness on 
the dentilation. Despite such minor quibbles, this is a nonetheless 
lovely and elusive conditional rarity.

1414 1839-C—Improperly Cleaned—NCS. VF Details. Variety 1. The 
yellow-gold surfaces of this C-mint representative display traces of 
luster in some of the recessed areas, and the design elements retain 
relatively strong detail.

these should not dissuade the interested bidder as the cleaning is light. 
The obverse mintmark location makes this a popular design type.

1422 1844-C XF40 PCGS. Variety 1. This Charlotte Mint five is from 
a low production of 23,631 pieces, most of which have long since 
been melted or lost.

The eagle is richly defined, while 
Liberty’s hair shows some incompleteness of strike. (#8220) 
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Sharply Struck 1845 Half Eagle, MS62 


1423 1845 MS62 NGC. As expected from the relatively large mintage 
(417,099 circulation strikes), the 1845 half eagle can be found with 
little difficulty below Mint State. NGC and PCGS have graded 
fewer than 80 Uncirculated pieces, none above MS64. The yellow- 
gold surfaces of this MS62 example display partially prooflike fields 
and sharply struck design elements.

Only a little over 30 Mint 
State examples have been certified by NGC and PCGS in all Mint 
State grades.

1427 1848 MS60 NGC. Yellow-gold surfaces are tinted with light green 
and show a splash of multicolored toning at 1:00 on the reverse 
margin, and the design elements are well impressed throughout.

1433 1851 MS61 PCGS. This is an extremely important opportunity for 
the advanced specialist because the 1851 five dollar is quite scarce 
in Mint State grades.

1436 1854 MS64 NGC. Bright lemon-yellow color complements 
the satiny luster that glistens over the barely abraded surfaces. 
The centers are a bit soft, as often seen, but the stars are fully 
defined. Given its rarity in Mint State grades, the 1854 half eagle 
is an underrated—and thus undervalued—issue. Neither NGC 
nor PCGS has certified any coins finer than the present specimen

1437 1854-D Weak D AU50 NGC. The curve of the mintmark is 
barely discernible on this Dahlonega five. Light yellow-gold and

1438 1855-C AU50 AN ACS. Variety 1, sole die pair for the year. The 
portrait is crisply detailed, though the eagle’s neck lacks the level of 
fine detail sometimes seen. Pale yellow-gold surfaces show minimal 
alloy and exhibit surprising radiance for an AU50 piece. Housed in 
a small-format AN ACS holder. (#8262) 


1439 1856-D—Improperly Cleaned—NGC. AU Details. Variety 
33-BB. This low mintage Dahlonega half eagle has only minimal 
wear, but the surfaces are slightly bright and minutely granular. 
The stars are typically brought up, but the designs are otherwise 
well struck by the standards of the remote Georgian branch mint. 
(#8268) 
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Appealing 1856-0 Half Eagle, AU53 



1440 1856-0 AU53 PCGS. CAC. The 1856-0 half eagle, with a 
mintage of 10,000 pieces, is tied with the 1892-0 for the lowest 
production total of any O-mint five. In fact, after the 1857-0 half 
eagles, New Orleans would make no more half eagles for 35 years, 
until the 1892-0. The 1856-0 is rare in About Uncirculated, and 
extremely rare in Mint State. This AU53 example boasts appealing 
orange-gold surfaces with a few light contact marks, although fewer 
than might be expected for the grade. The strike, as is typical for 
the issue, shows flatness on some of the stars around the periphery 
and at the bottom of the date.

1443 1859-D Medium D MS63 PCGS. Variety 36-CC. Easily one of 
the finest survivors known for this elusive late-date Dahlonega 
half eagle issue, listed in Doug Winter’s Condition Census for the 
issue and previously part of the Chestatee Collection offered by 
Heritage in August 1999, which consisted of duplicates (!) from 
the incomparable Duke’s Creek Collection. Considered the second 
finest known at that time. The two small abrasions below the 
truncation of the bust are unmistakable pedigree markers. 

Rich orange-tinged yellow-gold luster shows slight granularity but 
is fine and pleasing nonetheless. Slight striking softness as usual on 
the central devices, though each side shows few marks for the grade. 
A great opportunity for the dedicated Dahlonega gold lover.

1447 1866-S Motto XF40 NGC. Both 1866-S issues (With Motto and 
No Motto) are extremely rare in the higher circulated grades and 
all but unknown in Mint State (a single MS61 NGC 1866-S Motto 
coin has been certified). This XF40 Motto example is on the high 
side for certified survivors, most of which average about VF30. 
The antique-gold surfaces show a fairly sharp strike and minimal 
abrasions for the grade, despite the 20 points of wear.

1445 1861 MS60 NGC. Well-defined with no trace of wear and swirling 
luster. Moderately abraded surfaces are yellow-orange near the rims

1446 1866-S No Motto VF30 PCGS. Moderately circulated yet 
wholly pleasing, this is a highly desirable survivor from among 
the 9,000 pieces of its issue, the last of the No Motto half eagles. 
Luminous orange-gold surfaces are minimally marked, and the 
wear on each side is balanced. Population: 6 in 30, 20 finer (9/09).

1448 1869-S XF45 NGC. The San Francisco Mint struck close to 
700,000 double eagles in 1869, but other denominations were 
neglected. Only 31,000 half eagles were struck, and few if any 
were set aside. NGC and PCGS combined have certified only four 
Mint State examples, none above MS62. This is an unblemished 
example with noticeable luster throughout the reverse legends. 
The devices show inexactness of strike, usual for the facility and

Key 1870-CC Half Eagle, VF30 
Low-Mintage First-Year Issue 



1449 1870-CC VF30 ICG. A perennial collector favorite as the first 
year of half eagles (or any coinage) from the legendary Carson 
City Mint, as chronicled so delightfully in The IsAint on Carson 
Street by the indefatigable Rusty Goe. A meager 7,000 pieces were 
coined, a total subject to the whims and vagaries of the miners 
who deposited bullion for coinage. The 1870-CC is the key to the 
Carson City half eagles, rarely seen above Choice VF or so. This 
VF30 piece shows the normal weak strike on the eagle’s neck and 
the fletchings. For a coin that has seen 30 points of wear, however, 
there are remarkably few abrasions on the orange-gold surfaces, and 
a pleasing amount of detail remains. (#8320) 
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Prized 1871 -CC Five Dollar, AU55 



1450 1871-CC AU55 NGC. Produced in only the second year of the 
fabled Carson City Mint’s short lifespan, the 1871-CC half eagles 
were made to the extent of only 20,770 pieces. That was a fairly 
generous number for the series and the era; compare it with the 
7,675 coins that facility managed to make in its first year. The 
Carson City Mint was a demand-driven establishment. The need 
for a local mint—rather than distant San Francisco—drove its 
creation, and its products were readily snapped up to feed the needs 
of regional commerce. CC-mint pundit Rusty Goe estimates a 
survival rate below 1% for the issue, or 140-175 coins in all grades. 
In AU55 this piece is one of only nine so graded at NGC, with 
eight coins finer (9/09). The apricot-gold surfaces are relatively free 
of singular abrasions, with excellent eye appeal. A hint of strike 
softness appears on the high points of each side, but otherwise 
there are few distractions. (#8323) 


Challenging 1879-CC AU50 Five Dollar 



1451 1879-CC AU50 PCGS. The various levels of About Uncirculated 
are the highest condition that most collectors will encounter when 
searching for an 1879-CC half eagle. Mint State specimens are 
extremely rare; PCGS and NGC have seen a mere six such coins, 
all in MS60 and MS61. Traces of luster show in the protected 
areas of this yellow-gold AU coin, and most of the devices are well 
defined. The few minor marks are inconsequential. (#8349) 

1452 1879-CC—Polished—NCS. AU Details. The Carson City 
Mint struck minuscule quantities of half eagles compared to most 
Philadelphia and San Francisco issues of that era. For example, the 
1879-CC had a mintage of just 17,281 pieces, while Philadelphia 
struck 301,920 half eagles that year and San Francisco produced 
another 426,200 fives. This example is unnaturally prooflike and 
a bit bright from buffing. The reverse field displays a pair of short 
pinscratches. (#8349) 

1453 1880 MS64 NGC. A satiny Choice Liberty five from the first high 
mintage date of the series. MS64 examples are very scarce, however, 
since most Uncirculated survivors were loosely stored. Well 
preserved save for a few delicate obverse field grazes.(#8351) 

1454 1881 MS64 PCGS. An impressively well-defined near-Gem with 
great eye appeal. The yellow-gold surfaces have delightful satiny 
luster. PCGS has graded just 12 finer pieces (9/09).(#8354)

1455 1881 MS65 PCGS. The enormous production of more than 
5.7 million coins makes available exciting Gem coins such as 
the present piece, with superlative reddish-gold coloration and 
minimal contact, large or small. The bold strike is compelling. The 
only minor drawback are some tiny dark areas of unknown origin 
along the obverse rim. (#8354) 

1456 1882-S MS64 NGC. A pleasing near-Gem with vivacious luster, a 
precise strike, and a smooth appearance. NGC has certified only 27 
pieces finer (9/09).(#8360) 

1457 1884-S MS63 PCGS. Light blue patina along the rims surrounds 
the yellow-gold centers of this lustrous piece. Several pin-sized 
abrasions and a couple of tiny spots define the grade. Population: 
43 in 63, 8 finer (8/09).(#8366) 

1458 1885 MS64 PCGS. Lustrous and crisply struck with splashes 
of orange that accent the straw-gold surfaces. The obverse is 
beautifully preserved, and the reverse field has only a few field 
abrasions. Certified in a green label holder. Population: 51 in 64, 2 
finer (9/09).(#8367) 

1459 1885-S MS64 NGC. The 1885-S is scarce in grades finer than 
MS64. This example is boldly detailed with frosty light yellow-gold 
luster and brilliant surfaces. (#8368) 


Bright MS62 1890-CC Half Eagle 


1460 1890-CC MS62 NGC. The 1890-CC five is a plentifully available 
(relatively speaking) Carson City five. This piece shows the 
bright yellow-gold mint luster typical of the issue. The surfaces are 
minimally abraded for the grade, and the only striking weakness is 
seen in the centers of each side. (#8376) 


Popular 1890-CC Select Five Dollar 



1461 1890-CC MS63 PCGS. The 1890-CC is popular with collectors 
desiring a coin struck at the Carson City Mint. Rich orange-gold 
patina adorns the lustrous surfaces of this Select example, imbued 
with sky-blue and reddish freckles. A well directed strike also 
leaves fairly sharp definition on the motifs. Light handling marks 
are slightly more noticeable on the obverse.

1462 1891-CC MS61 PCGS. The mintage of 208,000 coins is the 
highest mintage of any gold issue struck in Carson City. As such 
it is an ideal candidate for the type collector who seeks a single 
representative of the Nevada Mint. This piece is fully lustrous with 
rich green-gold surfaces and sharp details.(#8378) 

1463 1891-CC MS62 PCGS. CAC. A highly pleasing Carson City 
gold type coin that lacks the myriad small scuffs typically associated 
with the MS62 level. Although available in higher Mint State 
grades, the present piece nonetheless provides excellent value. 
(#8378) 


Deeply Patinated 1893-CC Five, MS61 


1464 1893-CC MS61 NGC. Gold coins were exported widely between 
1891 and 1893, and over the past couple of decades many of those 
same coins have been repatriated. This is a pleasing example of this 
final year of issue for the Carson City mint. The strike is strong 
throughout, and the surfaces show deep reddish patina overall with 
no objectionable marks on either side. (#8384) 

1465 1894-0 MS60 NGC. This bright greenish-yellow half eagle has 
reflective fields around satiny devices. The surfaces are lightly 
abraded, as expected for the grade. Both sides have sharp design 
definition, and the overall appearance is excellent. The 1894-0 
half eagle is scarce, with a mintage of only 16,000 coins. NGC and 
PCGS have combined to grade about 125 of these in all Mint State

1468 1901-S MS66 PCGS. CAC. The 1901-S offers the twin appeals 
of the popular S mintmark and its status as probably the most 
common half eagle in high grades—a status due as much to the 
large mintage as to the overall excellent production criteria. This 
remarkable Premium Gem displays those criteria in abundance, 
with a nearly full strike (save for a couple of obverse star centers), 
glorious luster, and attractive red-orange coloration. Abrasions are 
virtually absent.

1469 1904'S MS64 NGC. Only 97,000 examples of this issue were 
coined—a significant drop from the levels of the previous few 
years—and Gem examples are unsurprisingly elusive. This splendid 
near-Gem example offers radiant luster over lovely orange-gold 
surfaces. The strike is quite close to full, as expected on S-mint 
productions of the era.

Quarter eagles saw no “split year transition,” 
as the 1907s were Liberty Heads, the 1908s Indian Heads. For 
eagles and double eagles, the transition was in 1907, and to the 
Saint-Gaudens design rather than to the one by Pratt. So the 1908 
half eagle pair is something of an oddity among gold coins. This 
lovely Gem is a wonderful commemoration of the new beginning. 
The exposed obverse fields and the Indian’s cheek are remarkably 
smooth and abrasion-free, and the strike is bold except for the 
lowest three feathers. Generous luster and amazing orange-gold and 
lime-green colors are a further complement. PCGS has certified

1472 1909-0 XF45 NGC. The brass-gold surfaces of this bright Choice 
XF O-mint representative display subtle hints of reddish-tan. 
Minute distributed marks are more or less in line with a coin 
having seen light circulation, and the design elements retain a 
good amount of detail. (#8515) 
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1475 1910-D MS62 NGC. Predominantly light orange-gold, with 
glimpses of powder-blue across the borders. The satiny fields and 
devices lack obtrusive marks. The 1910-D is conditionally rare 
above MS63, perhaps due to its mintage of less than 200,000 
pieces. (#8518) 


1471 1909 MS66 PCGS. Although the 1909 Indian Head half eagles 
are not series rarities, Akers points out in his recent Handbook that 
the issue is “virtually unobtainable above the MS-65 grade level.” 
Of course, many collectors would be more than proud to own a 
Gem Indian five dollar, but this Premium Gem piece goes one 
better. The color is a consistent, mellow orange-gold throughout 
both sides, neither of which shows mentionable distractions, large 
or small. The strike is much better executed than normal, and the 
thick, satiny luster is a plus. This coin is one of only eight Premium 
Gem examples certified at PCGS, and there are none finer (9/09).

1473 1909-S MS64 PCGS. The 1909-S is one of the keys to the five 
dollar Indian series. Plenty were struck, with a mintage just shy 
of 300,000 pieces, but survival is the problem. Few high grade 
examples are known today. PCGS has only certified 16 examples in 
MS64 with four finer, and NGC has graded half that many (8/09). 
This is a well-produced issue, with the present piece showing the 
usual strong striking details and rich, frosted mint luster.

Both sides have dappled yellow-orange 
color with dots of forest-green alloy at the margins. Well-defined 
with with scattered light to moderate marks that preclude a Select 
designation. (#8522) 

1479 1911-S MS62 NGC. This scarcer date Indian five is primarily 
apricot-gold, although a few tiny gray spots are distributed. Close 
inspection beneath a loupe reveals a distinct mintmark and only 
moderate abrasions.(#8522) 

1480 1911-S MS62 PCGS. A satiny mustard-gold example of this high 
mintage but conditionally challenging issue. The mintmark is 
clear, the strike is bold, and the few noticeable marks are confined 
to the reverse.(#8522) 

1481 1911-S MS62 NGC. Bright yellow-gold surfaces exhibit well 
struck devices save for weakness on the eagle’s shoulder. Several 
small marks scattered about limit the grade.(#8522) 

1482 1911-S MS62 PCGS. The luminous surfaces of this S-mint half 
eagle display brass-gold coloration, and a well executed strike 
imparts relatively strong definition to the design elements, though 
the lowest feathers on the headdress reveal the usual softness. 
Grade-defining contact marks are most prevalent in the raised 
exposed fields. A scarce date despite its rather generous mintage of

1493 1797 Large Eagle AU53 PCGS. Breen-6834, Taraszka-12, 
BD-2, High R.4- Three die varieties are known for the 1797 
Heraldic Eagle tens, all from a single obverse die. Until 
cataloger John Dale Beety of the Heritage staff examined this 
coin, it was believed that every example from all three die 
pairings had a die crack through the final 7. 

The BD-2 die combination was first used to produce a 
copper die trial early in the year. The unique surviving copper 
example has no trace of the obverse die crack. Next, the 
present example and probably a few others were struck, also 
without the obverse crack, while showing the small rust lump 
on the top of the second T in STATES, apparently present on 
all die states. Those coins were followed by examples of BD-2 
with a light die crack through the 7. Later die states exist with 
a much heavier crack through the 7, the same die state also 
seen on all examples of BD-3 and BD-4- 

The present coin has light yellow color with minor 
abrasions in the obverse fields. Slight central weakness is seen 
on the obverse, but the reverse is sharply defined. There is no 
evidence of die lapping or clash marks that might indicate a 
later die state. Prooflike luster is present on the obverse near 
the border, through the date, and through LIBERTY. The 
reverse is entirely prooflike.

On the reverse, a star 
touches cloud 4, whereas in BD-3 and BD-4 the star is distant from 
cloud 4- Also, the eagle has a long thin neck. 

Yellow-gold and apricot colors compete for territory on this 
Choice AU specimen that displays traces of luster in the recessed 
areas. Uniformly sharp definition is apparent on the design features. 
Fine hairlines show up under high magnification on the obverse, 
where a couple of hair-thin marks are also visible. The last 7 in the 
date shows a marked die crack running upward from the rim through 
the top serif where it thins out before extending onto the drapery.

Deep yellow-orange color dominates the 
eye appeal of this satiny Select coin. Crisply detailed in the centers 
with only wispy abrasions present on the obverse.(#8764) 

1573 1907-D MS64 PCGS. A wonderful near-Gem with smooth and 
radiant butter-gold surfaces. Exactingly struck and essentially 
unimprovable. Considerably scarcer in Mint State than the only 
other Denver issue, the 1906-D, despite a slightly higher mintage.

Gorgeous 1882 Ten, PR65 Cameo 



1574 1882 PR65 Cameo NGC. Just 40 proof eagles were minted in 
1882, and most numismatic students believe that about 12 to 15 
pieces survive today. Among the survivors are two pieces in the 
Smithsonian Institution, and one in the American Numismatic 
Society. In addition to those, we are aware of the Ed Trompeter 
coin, the Bass specimen, the Garrett coin, the Carter example, 
and the present piece from the 1959 ANA auction. 

Auction records suggest that five or six additional pieces may 
exist. The finest that we have seen is a PR66 Ultra Cameo NGC 
coin, followed closely by this example and another PR65 Cameo 
coin. A complete Census would be a challenging but worthwhile 
project for someone to undertake. While new specimens still 
appear from time to time, such as the present piece that was 
hidden away for 50 years, enough information exists today that 
a complete roster of all proof gold coins is finally feasible. 

This Gem Cameo proof has light yellow-gold surfaces. The 
fields are deeply mirrored with the watery appearance usually 
associated with 19th century proof gold coins. The devices 
have a high degree of frosty mint luster, and the sharp contrast 
between the fields and devices is remarkable. The obverse has 
four or five tiny lint marks. However, there are no copper spots, 
scratches, or other blemishes of note.

Incredible 1907 Wire Rim Eagle, MS64 



1575 1907 Wire Rim MS64 NGC. The 1907 Wire Rim, Periods 
eagles are the first of the series, the original conception of that 
incandescent artistic genius, Augustus Saint-Gaudens. They 
share an interesting history that is similar to the 1879 Flowing 
Hair Stellas, in that they were specially made and distributed 
to Congressmen, Washington insiders, and VIPs as part of 
President Theodore Roosevelt’s campaign to engender political 
support for what he dubbed his “pet crime.” (Although the 
exact mintage of the Stellas is unknown, it is likely not far off 
from the 500 examples produced of the 1907 Wire Rim.) 

Since Saint-Gaudens finally decided to reserve his standing 
figure of Liberty for the larger double eagle, he placed the profile 
portrait of Liberty—modeled after the figure of Athena from 
his General Sherman monument in New York—on the eagle’s 
obverse. One wonders what the “Saint” must have thought 
privately about Roosevelt’s cavalier demand that a headdress be 
placed on the head of Liberty, “a fanciful object for either Liberty 
or a Native American woman to wear,” according to Garrett 
and Guth. However, in his written responses to Roosevelt, 
Saint-Gaudens appears to endorse the concept enthusiastically. 
(Perhaps the sculptor knew enough to choose his battles 
wisely—with Charles Barber rather than President Roosevelt.) 

The 1907 Wire Rim, Periods issue is to the Indian Head eagle 
series what the High Relief double eagles are to that series—a 
limited mintage of coins in a relief unsuited for high-speed mass 
production that would never have been produced except for the 
personal intervention of the president. Mint Chief Engraver 
Charles Barber, with a long history of relentless animosity 
toward the more talented sculptor, steadfastly opposed both 
issues. The 1907 Wire Rim, Periods eagles were fortunately saved 
in plentiful numbers, due to their method of distribution. 

The present near-Gem example has the typical surface 
texture, a fine-grained, mattelike consistency, with a somewhat 
pebbly appearance visible under a loupe, but few distractions 
of any sort. For pedigree purposes we mention a small area 
of hazel-gray color between the headdress and the first three 
peripheral stars on the obverse. A few distributed ticks account 
for the grade, while failing to diminish the incredible eye 
appeal. Census: 79 in 64, 59 finer.

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Wonderful Near-Gem 1907 Wire Rim Eagle 



1576 1907 Wire Rim MS64 NGC. A wonderful volume titled 
Augustus Saint'Gaudens: American Sculptor of the Gilded Age, 
by Henry J. Duffy and John F. Dryfhout, gives numismatists a 
refreshing view of the artist’s oeuvre from a wider perspective 
than that of mere coinage. (It also clarifies for readers who are 
numismatically astute some of the fundamental differences 
between “the Saint” and Charles Barber—but that is a tale for 
another day.) 

Saint-Gaudens was most comfortable working in large 
forms. One of his most famous sculptures, a nude, full-length 
figure of the Greek goddess Diana, was created in the 1890s, 
when architect Stanford White was designing Madison Square 
Garden. The 18-foot-tall statue was mounted as a weather vane 
atop the building’s 347-foot-tall tower. Once it was installed 
“with great fanfare” in October 1891, it was the tallest feature 
in the New York City skyline. 

The sculpture dwarfed the tower on which it rested, a 
fact that the artist soon realized, reworking it the following 
year to a height of 13 feet. The reduced-size figure remained 
atop Madison Square Garden until 1925, when it went to 
the Philadelphia Museum of Art. The original 18-foot statue 
was placed atop the Agriculture Building at the 1893 World’s 
Columbian Exposition in Chicago, where it burned along with 
many empty exposition buildings the following year. 

Duffy writes, “Saint-Gaudens’s gift was his subtle balance 
between surface realism and psychic energy unmatched by any 
of his contemporaries.” While Saint-Gaudens used his model 
of Athena Nike on the General Sherman Monument as his 
original conception for the 1907 Wire Rim, Periods eagles, he 
managed to translate that massive sculptural form into a vital 
profile portrait, while still maintaining its vitality and “psychic 
energy” in a credible, small coin format. 

This piece offers glorious deep orange-gold coloration 
overall. A couple of abrasions are noted on the eagle’s upper 
neck. Notice how the eagle manages to appear massive even at 
such a small scale, and the incredible grandeur and believability 
it projects. A wonderful type coin. Census: 79 in 64, 62 finer 
(9/09). (#8850) 
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1577 1907 No Periods MS62 NGC. Sweeping luster invigorates this 
butter-gold No Motto Indian eagle. Sharply struck and surprisingly 
unabraded aside from a faint mark above the jaw. Formerly 
housed in a PCGS MS62 holder; the insert accompanies the lot.

Appealing 1907 No Periods Eagle, MS63 



1578 1907 No Periods MS63 NGC. The circulation-strike 
reinterpretation by Charles Barber of Augustus Saint-Gaudens’ 
masterwork, the 1907 No Periods, is always a popular type issue, as 
well as in demand from date collectors. This is an appealing Select 
Mint State piece with orange-gold surfaces and lots of eye appeal 
that is undiminished by minor contact marks on Liberty’s cheek.

1579 1907 No Periods MS64 PCGS. A remarkably unabraded near- 
Gem that, at least to the present cataloger, appears to have eye 
appeal consistent with a higher grade.

The No Motto subtype was 
only coined for two years, and examples of the present quality are

Lovely Near-Gem 1907 No Periods Eagle 



1580 1907 No Periods MS64 PCGS. The 1907 No Periods are the only 
readily available Indian Head eagles from this first year of issue. 
Fortunately, ample numbers exist in higher Mint State grades, due 
to the large mintage of nearly a quarter-million coins. This near- 
Gem example offers lovely, bright reddish-gold and pale lilac color 
and somewhat mattelike surfaces that are only a few wispy marks

1581 1907 No Periods MS67 NGC. The 1907 No Periods eagle issue, 
like those that follow it, is Charles Barber’s workmanlike revision 
of the original Saint-Gaudens concept, one suited for high-speed 
coinage production but a far cry aesthetically from the dramatic 
high relief of the 1907 Wire Rim, Periods issue. Nonetheless, its 
suitability for mass production led to 239,406 examples made of the 
1907 No Periods. 

Fortunately, the issue was saved in sufficient numbers to enable 
the survival of conditional rarities such as this splendid Superb 
Gem coin. Bounteous luster radiates from both sides of this apricot- 
gold piece. The strike is nearly complete, and to mention any of 
the minuscule contact marks would be to overemphasize them. A 
type coin that is nearly unobtainable any finer.

1582 1908 No Motto MS66 NGC. The mintage of the 1908 No Motto 
is less than one-tenth that of the 1908 With Motto eagles, and it 
is one of only five No Motto issues in the series. It is an underrated 
issue, particularly in the rarefied atmosphere above the Gem level. 
This Premium Gem example is one of only 14 pieces so graded at 
NGC, with six finer (9/09). The obverse high points have a lilac 
accent, while the remainder of the coin is a superlative, mellow 
orange-gold. Singular abrasions are virtually absent, although some 
strike weakness, typical for the issue, appears on the reverse where 
the claw joins the branch. (#8853) 


Pleasing 1908-D No Motto Eagle, MS63 


1584 1908-D No Motto MS63 NGC. The 1908-D No Motto is in the 
upper echelon of difficult issues within this challenging series, and 
most certified survivors fall a shade below Mint State. Select Mint 
State coins such as the present piece are in great demand, since few 
examples were saved of this second-year issue. The present coin 
offers strong mint luster radiating from the reddish-gold surfaces. 
The strike is somewhat weak on the lower headdress feathers—a 
feature common to most survivors—but the few minor marks, 
chiefly on the obverse, are in keeping with the grade.

1586 1908-D No Motto MS65 NGC. The 1908-D No Motto ten 
dollar piece, with its moderately low mintage of 210,000 pieces, 
is difficult to locate in Mint State grades. Indeed, NGC and 
PCGS have certified about 750 Uncirculated coins, with the 
vast majority falling into the MS60 to MS62 range. Another 
150 or so grade MS63 or MS64, and only about 20 Gems 
and Premium Gems are known, as are a mere three MS67 
specimens. A number of certified Mint State pieces are likely 
resubmitted or crossed-over coins, especially in the MS60 to 
MS62 or MS63 levels. 

A point of interest regarding the 1908-D No Motto is that 
the mintmark placement is unique to the Indian Head ten 
dollar series, located to the upper left of the olive branch. On 
all subsequent dates it is to the left of the arrow points. Perhaps 
Mint officials thought that when the motto IN GOD WE 
TRUST was added in the left field there would be too much 
clutter in that area, or that maybe the mintmark would not 
stand out as much. 

The 1908-D No Motto eagle has the reputation as one of 
the least attractive in the series. Walter Breen (1988) contends 
that it is weak in the centers and often dull. Similarly, David 
Akers (2008) says that it is not only flatly struck on the obverse 
and lackluster with dull, muted surfaces, but is usually heavily 
bagmarked and possesses below-average eye appeal. These 
factors contribute to the paucity of Gem and better examples 
in the certified population. 

The current MS65 offering is exceptional in many respects. 
Both sides display pleasing apricot-gold color with subtle 
greenish undertones and radiant luster. The design features 
are sharp, especially the headdress, LIBERTY, and the eagle’s 
plumage. The usual softness is noted in the hair over the ear. 
The frosty surfaces are remarkably smooth. A solitary mark on 
the cheekbone probably prevents an even higher grade. In sum, 
this charming specimen yields superior eye appeal and will 
surely elicit spirited bidding among connoisseurs of quality gold 
coinage. Census: 9 in 65, 8 finer (9/09). (#8854) 
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1589 1908 Motto MS66 PCGS. Congress disagreed with President 
Theodore Roosevelt’s decision to omit the motto IN GOD WE 
TRUST from the newly designed ten and twenty dollar gold 
coinage. As an expression of public sentiment, Congress passed 
the Mint Act of 1908 mandating that the motto be restored to 
gold coinage. On the tens, it was placed in the field near the eagle’s 
breast where it remained for the duration of coinage. 

A subtle blend of peach^gold, mint'green, and lilac patina 
resides on the highly lustrous surfaces of this gorgeous Premium 
Gem, and a well executed strike imparts crisp definition to the 
design features. A few unobtrusive ticks fail to take away from the 
coin’s outstanding overall eye appeal. Population: 28 in 66, 8 finer

1590 1908-D Motto MS66 NGC. Although the 1908^D Motto eagle 
has one of the highest mintage figures in the series at 836,500 
business strikes, it is nearly as elusive in the higher Mint State 
grades at its No Motto counterpart, which had a mintage only 
oneTourth as large. Unusually, NGC has certified only three coins 
in Gem grade, but seven pieces in MS66 and four finer (9/09). 
The present Premium Gem boasts glorious luster radiating from 
orange^gold surfaces that are nearly markTree. The strike is bold 
throughout, and the eye appeal is exemplary. This splendid coin 
would be a wonderful acquisition for a gold type set of the finest

1588 1908 Motto MS62 NGC. A lustrous sun^gold Motto representative 
that lacks the scattered bagmarks normally associated with the 
MS62 grade.

1587 1908 Motto MS62 NGC. This greemgold example possesses satin 
luster and minimally unabraded fields. The reverse rim narrows 
slightly at 9:30, and the obverse rim has a minor nick at 9 o’clock.

1591 1908-S MS64 NGC. CAC. Despite its relatively small mintage 
of 59,850 pieces, Mint State 1908 eagles can be located without 
too much difficulty.

1600 1911 MS67 NGC. The 1911 ten dollar is a relatively high- 
mintage issue with just over half a million circulation strikes. 
Inspection of NGC/PCGS population data also indicates that it is 
one of the more available dates in the series through MS64. Gems 
are scarce, however, with a little over 200 pieces graded by the two 
services. Premium Gems account for about 70 specimens, and there 
are fewer than 20 Superb Gems certified. 

This MS67 example displays finely granular, frosty surfaces 
covered in yellow-gold patina and giving off a faint greenish cast. 
A decisive strike imparts sharp detail to the design elements. Close 
inspection reveals no mentionable contact marks, nor is there 
evidence of copper-colored alloy spots that are so frequently seen 
on the issue.

1608 1915-S MS64 NGC. With a mintage of only 59,000 coins, 
the 1915-S automatically qualifies as a rarity in 20th century 
numismatics. It easily makes the top 10 list of important Indian 
eagles, a list that includes the 1907 Rolled Edge, 1913-S, 1920-S, 
and 1933 issues, among others. The 1915-S is also a condition 
rarity. NGC and PCGS have graded just 32 examples in MS64, and 
only 13 coins in higher grades. 

This frosty light yellow-gold specimen just misses the Gem 
grade category because of a few tiny abrasions on each side. It is 
sharply defined, even at the centers, and exhibits impressive eye 
appeal.

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Grand MS62 1920-S Indian Head Eagle 
A Classic 20th Century Gold Rarity 



1611 1920-S MS62 NGC. This is an issue that has long been 
acknowledged as one of the prime rarities of U.S. 20th century 
gold coinage. The 1920-S was the first issue made in the 
Indian Head eagle series in the four years since the 1916- 
S, and it would be the last in the series until the generous 
1926 production. The 1920-S is a late-series key along with its 
sibling, the 1930-S. Although the mintage was a respectable 
126,500 pieces, Garrett and Guth call the 1920-S third-rarest 
in the series, behind only the illustrious 1933 and the 1907 
Rounded Rim, Periods. Remarkably, such a ranking places the 
1920-S ahead of even the 1907 Wire Rim, with a mintage of 
only 500 coins but a high survival rate. 

Akers’ recent Handbook of 20th Century United States Gold 
Coins 1907-1933 notes that even circulated examples in XF or 
AU are exceedingly rare, the preponderance of the issue most 
assuredly having been melted during the Gold Recall of 1933. 
According to Akers: 

“The 1920-S is the rarest Indian Eagle in terms of total 
number of Mint State coins known. Most examples are fairly 
evenly spread throughout the MS-60 to MS-64 range.” 

The present MS62 example falls into the middle of that grade 
range, where NGC has certified six examples, with 12 pieces 
finer, less duplications. PCGS has graded eight coins in MS62, 
with 16 finer (9/09). Most specimens of the 1920-S show 
moderate strike softness, usually on the Indian’s hair and the 
forepart of the eagle’s right (facing) wing, right feathers, and 
talon. At first glance this coin appears considerably finer 
than the assigned grade, despite a few unbothersome ticks 
on Liberty’s cheek and neck. It is probably more the typical 
strike softness as we describe here, rather than any other 
attribute that precludes an even finer grade. Even so, this coin 
manages to radiate that most ineffable quality, eye appeal, 
along with a considerable amount of numismatic grandeur.

1612 1926 MS64 PCGS. A radiant canary-gold type coin that has a good 
strike and vibrant luster. Magnification reveals only tiny scattered 
marks. Since double eagles were a more convenient denomination 
for counting large sums, and gold coins seldom circulated after 
World War I, no ten dollar pieces were struck at Philadelphia for 
the ten years between 1916 and 1925.(#8882) 
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Gleaming 1930-S Indian Eagle, MS64 
A Key to the Series 



1613 1930-S MS64 NGC. The two late-series mintmarked issues, 
the 1920-S and 1930-S, are the keys to the Indian Head, 
Type Two (With Motto) eagles, foundational rarities in all 
grades. Even well-circulated examples sell for prices in the 
high four digits, with Mint State examples well up into five- 
digit territory. Even though the original mintage was a skimpy 
96,000 coins, most of the issue was melted in the Gold Recall 
of 1933, save for a few pieces that collectors apparently stashed 
away. Since the issue was produced so close to the gold recall, 
there are few circulated specimens known of the 1930-S. NGC 
has certified two coins in AU58, while PCGS adds seven more 
in the same grade. All the other coins certified at both services 
are MS60, with the majority averaging MS63 to MS64- 

Both Walter Breen and David Akers before him mentioned 
the existence of a small hoard of 1930-S eagles. Breen wrote in 
his 1988 Complete Encyclopedia: “For some decades one 1930-S 
turned up in the San Francisco area every three years, probably 
from a single roll.” Such a roll would, of course, have long since 
been completely absorbed into the numismatic marketplace. 
Akers updates this mention in his more recent Handbook. 

The typical 1930-S is much better struck than an average 
1920-S, but it may still show weakness on the Indian’s hair 
under the headdress and on the eagle’s hind leg. The present 
piece offers gleaming luster throughout, with yellow-gold and 
orange-gold areas predominating amid glints of deeper color 
in the headdress tips. Minor strike softness appears on the Y 
of LIBERTY, as often seen, and on the high points of eagle’s 
trailing leg. Tiny ticks on the base of Liberty’s neck, a couple 
on the cheek, and on the reverse high points, none significant, 
preclude an even finer grade.

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1614 1932 MS64 NGC. Bold sun-yellow color with strong luster that 
includes considerable frostiness. Modestly abraded in the fields but 
with clean devices. (#8884) 

1615 1932 MS64 NGC. This well preserved Choice Indian ten has 
exemplary luster and consistent honey-gold color. The eagle’s wing 
plumage shows minor blending of detail, but the overall strike is 
crisp. (#8884) 

1616 1932 MS64 NGC. A smooth obverse field and ebullient luster 
proclaim the appeal of this evenly struck near-Gem. Only minor 
facial marks preclude an even finer grade. The only collectible gold 
issue from the 1930s.(#8884) 

1617 1932 MS64 NGC. Apricot and olive-gold hues emerge when 
this lustrous gold type coin is rotated beneath a light. The strike is 
good, and there are no distractions. (#8884) 

1618 1932 MS64 PCGS. Lemon-gold overall with glimpses of ice- 
blue and olive-green along the margins. The fields show a few 
delicate grazes, but this lustrous near-Gem will satisfy the gold type 
collector. (#8884) 

1619 1932 MS64 PCGS. Rich butter-yellow with occasional glimpses 
of lighter gold. Decisively struck with only a few faint ticks 
scattered on each side that preclude an even finer designation.

1620 1932 MS64 PCGS. Strong yellow-gold color overall with 
occasional wheat accents. Delightfully lustrous but with a shallow 
scrape between the portrait and date.(#8884)

All double eagle collectors know that New 
Orleans is the most elusive mint of the series. Although the facility 
coined the denomination annually through 1861, in addition to a 
small emission upon reopening in 1879, only a few issues are readily 
collected. Among those is the 1852-0, under strong demand from 
O-mint type set assemblers. This is a well defined and moderately

1656 1857-S MS66 NGC. CAC. Variety 20B, identified by the faint 
diagonal die scratch from the base of the first T in STATES. Prior to 
the salvage of the S.S. Central America, the vast majority of 1857-S 
double eagles were seen in Very Fine to Extremely Fine grades. The 
shipwreck, however, contained more than 5,000 examples of this 
issue, many of which were still in mint condition.

1679 1861-S MS62 PCGS. CAC. The first 19,250 double eagles 
coined in San Francisco early in 1861 had the special Paquet 
Reverse design. Once word was received to discontinue using 
that special reverse die, another 768,000 coins were minted 
with the normal Longacre reverse design. At the time they 
were struck, there were few if any collectors in San Francisco 
to preserve those coins, and virtually the entire mintage quietly 
slipped into the channels of commerce. The small number of 
Mint State coins known today, including the present example, 
survived purely as a matter of chance. For a denomination of 
such high value as a twenty dollar gold coin, the chance of 
survival is diminished further because of the significant face 
value of the coin. It was a lot of money at the time, and few 
could afford to have any similar pieces preserved for the future. 
In the past 16 years we have handled 261 examples of this issue 
in our auctions, but only seven of them graded Mint State—six 
in MS61 and a single MS62. The present example is only the 
second MS62 piece in our auctions, representing the finest we 
have ever seen. 

In all Mint State grades, PCGS has certified 13 pieces and 
NGC has certified 14 examples (9/09). A single MS63 PCGS 
specimen is the finest of those coins. The present specimen is 
brilliant and fresh, with outstanding orange-gold luster and frosty 
surfaces. A few light abrasions on each side are strictly consistent 
with the grade.

The salvage of the gold considerably increased the availability of 
Type One twenties in mint condition. This piece has soft, frosted 
luster, and there are no abrasions of note on either side. Well but 
not fully struck. (#8944) 


Important No Motto 1866-S Twenty 
XF40, Ex: Rainy Day 



1691 1866-S No Motto XF40 PCGS. Ex: Rainy Day Collection. The 
No Motto 1866-S double eagles are far more elusive than their 
stated mintage of 120,000 pieces might suggest, and this XF coin 
represents a significant opportunity to own the date. Though softly 
struck with appreciable wear across each side, the lightly abraded 
yellow-gold surfaces still claim glimmers of luster.

1692 1866-S No Motto AU50 PCGS. The 1866-S No Motto twenty 
dollar is an extremely rare coin, one that was produced in San 
Francisco, along with the Motto variety, immediately after the end 
of the Civil War. The No Motto has a mintage about one-seventh 
of the With Motto coins. The No Motto issue for many years was 
unknown in Mint State, although recently PCGS has certified a 
single MS60 piece.

10 times as much as the With Motto in the same grade.) 

This AU50 PCGS-certified example is one of 14 coins, with 14 
others finer at that service (9/09). About half of the original luster 
remains on this piece, which has attractive orange-gold coloration 
and only a few light, scattered abrasions. A dark fleck in the top 
loop of S(TATES) serves for pedigree purposes, along with one 
at the extreme edge near star 1. A single mark on Liberty’s cheek 
and a short grease stain (as struck) between stars 9 and 10 on the 
obverse require singular mention but are not overly distracting. 
This coin presents a remarkable opportunity to acquire a classic 
19th century gold coin issue, one of the coveted keys to a complete 
Liberty Head collection. (#8945) 
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Lustrous Near-Mint 1866 Double Eagle 



1693 1866 AU58 PCGS. CAC. A widely collected issue as the first 
P-mint Type Two double eagle, those with the motto IN GOD WE 
TRUST on the reverse. Despite a circulation strike production 
approaching 700,000 coins, this issue is scarce in Mint State. This 
near-Mint State piece is one of 46 so certified at PCGS, with 18 
finer (9/09). Only a bit of high-point rub separates this alluring coin 
from a much higher grade, with pleasing orange-yellow surfaces and 
some smoke-gray on the highest areas. (#8949) 


1694 1866-S Motto XF45 NGC. The 1866-S saw extensive circulation 
in the Western states, with the result that most survivors are well 
worn. High-end XFs or AU pieces are the finest most collectors 
will be able to obtain, as relatively few Mint State pieces are 
known. Yellow-gold and olive-green shades cover both sides of the 
current Choice XF, each of which retains luster in the protected 
areas. Nicely detailed and revealing just a few small marks.

Exemplary AU53 1866-S Motto Twenty 




1695 1866-S Motto AU53 PCGS. Most survivors of this bountiful 
issue are well-circulated, and few Uncirculated coins are known. 
This AU53 piece is definitely at the top end of certified survivors, 
both numerically and aesthetically. Much luster radiates from 
the orange-gold surfaces, which show only a fine peppering of

Original orange-gold patina coats the 
surfaces, with lovely greenish accents in the periphery. A few of the 
stars lack definition in the centrils, but the major details are crisp. 
There are no bothersome marks.(#8954) 

1700 1868-S XF45 NGC. Yellow-gold surfaces give off a greenish cast 
and are lightly abraded. Well defined save for strike weakness in 
the stars along the left obverse border. Most survivors are in the 
Very Fine to Extremely Fine range. (#8954) 

1701 1868-S AU50 NGC. Hints of luster are visible in the protected 
areas of this honey-gold double eagle. Well defined except for the 
left-border stars and portions of Liberty’s hair. A pinscratch on the 
cheekbone is more visible under magnification. (#8954) 

1702 1869-S XF45 PCGS. Still-lustrous yellow-gold surfaces show wear 
mostly at the hair below Liberty’s coronet. Though lightly abraded 
with several digs on the portrait, this Choice XF coin retains 
impressive eye appeal. (#8956) 


Appealing AU53 1870 Double Eagle 



1703 1870 AU53 NGC. Slightly above average in terms of the certified 
populations at NGC and PCGS combined, this piece shows 
generous luster remaining over the yellow-gold surfaces. There are 
a few stray contact marks, but this sharply struck coin nonetheless 
generates much appeal. The coinage of the 1870 double eagle was 
more than 155,000 coins, most of which apparently circulated; the 
issue is rare in Mint State. (#8957)

1705 1871 AU55 PCGS. The mintage of the 1871 double eagles was 
a relatively paltry 80,150 coins, and most of them appear to have 
circulated. The average certified survivor is only Choice XF to 
AU. This commendable Choice AU example shows abundant 
luster remaining on the bright yellow-gold surfaces, with only a few 
minor contact marks consistent with a short stay in the channels of 
commerce. Population: 26 in 55, 19 finer (9/09). (#8960) 



1706 1871-CC AU55 NGC. After the extremely limited production of 
double eagles in Carson City the previous year, that mint set about 
striking 17,387 double eagles in 1871. Hardly a high mintage, but 
sufficient that enough have survived to make the hunt only mildly 
challenging. This lovely piece has faint green over light yellow 
surfaces with considerable luster. Few marks are evident on either 
side, certainly fewer than normal for these coins. Choosing an 
example with relatively few marks will pay dividends as the typical 
survivor is well worn and heavily abraded. Census: 24 in 55, 27

A few Mint 
State pieces have since been repatriated from overseas hoards, 
however. Generous luster abounds on both sides of the strictly 
Mint State piece, but numerous abrasions prevent an even finer 
grade. The lovely orange-gold color is a plus. (#8962) 


1708 1872 AU55 NGC. A fair amount of luster remains on the 
lightly abraded peach-gold surfaces of this Choice AU double 
eagle. Relatively strong definition is noted on the design elements.

1709 1872 AU58 Prooflike NGC. Both fields are flashy, and although 
the obverse has scattered tiny marks, there are no distractions. The 
reverse is only lightly abraded. One of just six 1872 double eagles

1710 1872'S MS61 NGC. A lovely Mint State example of this 
conditionally rare double eagle. In fact, most or all San Francisco 
Mint twenties from the same time are condition rarities. This frosty 
Mint State specimen shows brilliant yellow-gold luster with a hint 
of green, and it is lightly abraded as expected for the grade. Census:

Sharply Struck 1873 Open 3 Twenty, MS62 



1711 1873 Open 3 MS62 NGC. CAC. Although the 1873 Open 3 
double eagle is a widely collected type coin and the most available 
Type Two double eagle, it is nonetheless scarce in the higher Mint 
State grades and “quite rare and seldom available” in Choice 
Condition, per Garrett and Guth. This piece has a few too many 
scattered contact marks for a finer grade, but generous appeal is 
present nonetheless. The bold strike and plentiful luster increase

Desirable MS62 1873 Open 3 Double Eagle 



1712 1873 Open 3 MS62 NGC. An important Type Two twenty with 
frosty yellow luster and deep olive patina on the high points of the 
design that attests to its originality. This pleasing piece is ideal for 
the type collector who wants a nice example of the design without 
breaking the bank. It is also rare in higher grades, with only 60 
finer pieces certified by NGC (9/09). (#8967) 


Luminous Choice XF 1873-CC Twenty 



1713 1873-CC XF45 NGC. A charming Choice XF coin. After 
accounting for wear, the central detail is slightly soft, and a number 
of faint to moderate abrasions are scattered in the fields. Still, 
the coin’s still-potent orange-gold luster cements the eye appeal. 
Overall, a desirable example of a Type Two Carson City double

1714 1873-CC AU55 NGC. An outstanding example with highly 
lustrous, yellow-gold surfaces and light but numerous abrasions 
on each side. The 1873-CC double eagle is an elusive issue from a 
mintage of 22,410 coins. It is much scarcer than those of the next 
few years, and it is highly desirable in Choice AU. (#8968) 

1715 1873-S Closed 3 AU58 ★ NGC. An above-average specimen 
with eye-catching semiprooflike fields. Numerous light abrasions 
barely affect the splendid reflectivity. The strike is sharp save for 
the usual weakness on Liberty’s hair. (#8969) 

1716 1873-S Closed 3 MS60 NGC. The Closed 3 variety is commoner 
than the Open 3, yet it becomes scarce in Mint State. This 
Uncirculated example possesses a good amount of luster on its 
orange-gold and greenish-gray surfaces. A couple of light mint- 
made grease streaks are visible on the reverse. (#8969) 

1717 1874-CC XF40 NGC. Both sides of this CC-mint twenty are 
bathed in honey-gold patina accented with traces of greenish-gray 
and reddish-gold.

1718 1874-CC AU55 NGC. CAC. The 1874-CC has a plentiful 
mintage that is among the highest for this popular mint, making 
examples of this issue a popular choice for type set purposes.

The strike is sharp 
and the surfaces have light grade-consistent abrasions, none of any 
consequence. NGC has only certified 28 finer examples of this 
issue (9/09). (#8973) 


1722 1875-CC XF40 NGC. This attractive greenish-gold example is 
minimally abraded and would make a great Carson City Mint Type 
Two representative. Both sides exhibit flashy luster, but the reverse

1723 1875-CC AU55 NGC. The 1875-CC is one of the more available 
Type Two twenties as well as one of the more available CC 
twenties, which is good news for type collectors.

1744 1877-S MS61 NGC. WelLdefined for this initial Type Three San 
Francisco double eagle issue. Bold sun-yellow luster in the fields 
amplifies the eye appeal despite moderate abrasions.(#8984)

Recut ME in AMERICA 




1745 1877-S MS62 PCGS. Lime-green borders surround apricot-gold 
centers. Lustrous and attentively struck with minor distributed 
marks that confonn to the designated grade. 

1877 was the first year of the Type Three design, and some 
working dies have interesting recutting on the reverse legends. Lot 
2082 in our recent July West Palm Beach Signature had a widely 
repunched final A in AMERICA. The present piece has a notch on 
the upper right serif of the M in AMERICA, and the neighboring E 
shows recutting on the upper left serif. (#8984) 


Lustrous 1878-S Double Eagle, MS62 



1746 1878-S MS62 NGC. The plentiful mintage of 1.74 million 1878-S 
double eagles is surprising, considering that the San Francisco Mint 
was also tasked with churning out 9.77 million silver Morgan dollars 
and 4-16 million Trade dollars. It was the other denominations that 
suffered in comparison, most notably the rare 1878-S half dollar. 
This piece shows good luster, along with some typical abrasions 
consistent with the grade and smoke-gray accents on the obverse 
high points.

1747 1879 MS60 NGC. FS-801. The reverse is nicely die doubled, with 
the spread between hubbings most noticeable on PLURIBUS.

1748 1879 MS61 NGC. FS-801. UNITED STATES and other reverse 
legends exhibit die doubling. The parity between gold, silver, and 
paper currency that was achieved in late December 1878, as well as 
huge numbers of gold and silver coins flowing back into the United 
States from Canada that had been hoarded since the Civil War, 
decreased the need for new coinage. Despite a moderate mintage 
exceeding 200,000 coins, the 1879 double eagle is scarce in Mint 
State, with most certified examples grading no more than AU55 to 
AU58, as a rule. This piece offers bounteous luster on the orange- 
gold surfaces, with fewer abrasions than might be expected for the

1749 1879-CC AU55 PCGS. Probably less than a dozen different 
examples of the 1879-CC double eagle are known in Mint State, 
despite the combined NGC/PCGS population totals. This is a 
function both of its skimpy original mintage of 10,708 coins and 
subsequent survival rate that The Mint on Carson Street author Rusty 
Goe estimates at 3%-4% in all grades. Most examples encountered 
fall into the XF-AU grade range. The present Choice AU piece 
boasts bright yellow-gold coloration of much CC-mint gold with 
noticeably semiprooflike fields. What is atypical, however, is the 
lack of the myriad abrasions that often plague the issue. A few 
abrasions are present, but they are certainly less bothersome than 
usual. The strike and overall eye appeal are also above-average. A 
small patch of reddish alloy is noted on the reverse at the eagle’s 
beak.

1750 1883-S MS63 NGC. As so many Type Three S-mint Liberty 
Head issues, the 1883-S is available up to the MS62 level, but 
Select examples are rare. It is most especially the relative absence 
of distracting marks that puts this piece over the top, coupled with 
a sharp strike, attractive orange-gold surfaces, and excellent eye 
appeal. Some minor grease stains, as made, appear near the reverse 
border.

Popular AU55 1884^CC Twenty Dollar 



1751 1884-CC AU55 NGC. This CC-mint issue, fortunately for 
collectors, is available up through the Mint State levels, generally 
MS62 with a handful finer. This Choice AU piece displays most of 
its original luster remaining over the yellow-gold surfaces. A few 
ticks and slight wear diagnose a short spate in circulation, but high 
eye appeal remains. (#9001)

1752 1884-CC AU55 NGC. This is a date that is fairly available, 
although the typical certified example ranges from XF to AU. Mint 
State pieces are available only up to MS61, with MS62 and finer 
coins elusive. This Choice AU specimen generates high interest 
and eye appeal, with attractive orange-gold surfaces and only 
moderate abrasions consistent with a short spate in circulation.

A 
few nearly imperceptible hairlines are noted near a couple of specks 
of mint-made struck-in grease. (#9001) 
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Memorable 1885 Double Eagle, MS 61 
One of Only 751 Examples Struck 



1754 1885 MS61 PCGS. The 1885 double eagle is on the short 
list of the United States’ lowest mintage gold coins that were 
actually produced as business strikes rather than in proof-only 
format. The 1885 twenties have an impossibly low mintage 
of 751 coins, although its foundational rarity is somewhat 
overshadowed by the 1882 double eagle, which has an even 
lower production, recorded at 571 pieces. 

Despite the incredibly low business strike production, the 
issue may be somewhat underrated, even today. Garrett and 
Guth posit the following in their gold Encyclopedia: 

“The availability of Proof examples is the only thing keeping 
this issue from being extremely expensive. The Smithsonian 
collection lacks a circulation-strike example of the date for 
this reason. It is estimated that there are fewer than 100 
known in all grades. Most of the 1885 double eagles seen by 
the authors have been in circulated condition. There are a 
few examples known at the Choice level.” 

What Garrett and Guth allude to here is the 19th century 
preference (of the few well-heeled collectors who could afford to 
dabble in twenty dollar gold pieces) for proof coins over business 
strikes, no matter how low the mintage. Of course, the desirability 
and costly nature of high-grade proof Liberty Head gold coinage 
from the 19th century only reinforces how difficult, elusive, 
and desirable the business-strike 1885 double eagles truly are. 

In MS61 this coin is one of two so certified at PCGS, with 
five coins finer (9/09). This example offers splendid eye appeal 
throughout the orange-gold surfaces. A few ticks on the obverse 
are noted, along with a couple of others on the reverse shield.

Why were so few double eagles produced of this date and 
mint? For much of the 1880s, the San Francisco Mint had 
churned out double eagles by the millions each year; perhaps 
there was simply little need for P-mint twenties. 1885 was a year 
of great contrasts overall: Millions of dollars, cents, and dimes 
were produced in Philadelphia, yet three cent nickels, quarters, 
and halves were all made in tiny amounts—and the 1885 quarter 
eagle’s mintage is nearly as low as the double eagle, 800 coins.

1755 1885-S MS63 NGC. The 1885-S Liberty Head double eagle is a 
fairly low-mintage issue within the context of the series, but Select 
Mint State examples are actually somewhat more available than 
many other Type Threes. Generous luster flows throughout the 
apricot-gold surfaces of this specimen, and the few minor abrasions, 
while undistracting, prevent an even finer grade. The strike is 
especially sharp, another attractive characteristic of these coins.

One of 1,390 Circulation Strikes Made 



1777 1891 AU58 NGC. The 1891 double eagle is one of those classic 
American gold rarities that was struck in business strike format, 
but whose total mintage approaches the minuscule magic level 
of 1,000 coins—in this case 1,390 pieces. In 2000 Michael 
Fuljenz and Doug Winter, in Type III Double Eagles 1877-1907, 
called the issue “the rarest Type Three Double Eagle struck 
after the 1880’s. Despite its obvious rarity, it is an issue which 
remains curiously overlooked and undervalued in comparison 
to some of the other ultra-low mintage dates from the 1880’s.” 

A short list of those dates would include the 1886 double 
eagle (mintage 1,000 coins), the 1885 double eagle (mintage 
a near-mythic 751 coins), the 1882 (even more incredible at 
571 coins), and the 1881 (2,199 coins). An analysis of price 
data versus production totals suggests that the 1881 and 1891 
may be considerably underpriced still, in relation to some 
of their lower-mintage cousins. For example, the 1891 has a 
mintage that is 39% more than the 1886’s, yet the PCGS price 
of the 1886 is more than double that of the 1891 in AU55 (the 
nearest published grade to the present coin). We should here 
note the PCGS disclaimer that its prices only apply to PCGS- 
certified coins, and that the data here do not factor in survival 
rates, which might alter the outcomes. 

Jeff Garrett and Ron Guth wrote in their gold coin reference 
(2006) that they believe fewer than 100 examples survive of 
the 1891 double eagle in all grades. With such a tiny emission, 
a number of the certified survivors are Prooflike. The present 
coin, while not so certified, is one of only 15 non-Prooflike 
pieces at NGC, which has seen but three pieces numerically 
finer: one each in MS60, MS61, and MS62 (9/09). 

Only the slightest amount of rub separates this piece from 
Mint State, appearing on the obverse as a slight color change 
amid a patch of roughness on the cheek, caused by minor 
contact. A similar whisper of wear appears on the leading 
edges of the eagle’s wings. This piece was clearly plucked from 
circulation (if it ever saw it) shortly after its release.

The 
reverse design was also modified for the large 20 dollar pieces. This 
delightful Premium Gem is fully lustrous and sharply struck, with 
sensational satiny yellow luster. The surfaces are pristine with few 
marks on either side. Housed in a green label holder. PCGS has 
only certified two finer examples of this common date (9/09).

1820 1904-S MS64 PCGS. The 1904-S double eagle is the most 
available San Francisco twenty of the Type Three design. The 
highly lustrous surfaces of this near-Gem specimen yield peach- 
gold patina blushed with traces of sky-blue and lavender. Sharply 
struck, and revealing a few scattered marks that preclude Gem 
status. Gems are more difficult to locate. (#9046) 

1821 1904-S MS64 NGC. CAC. This yellow-gold near-Gem possesses 
dynamic luster and attractive surfaces. The 1904-S will never be 
rare, but quality examples are treasured for their status as large 
diameter gold type coins.(#9046) 

1822 1904-S MS61 Prooflike NGC. Fantastically reflective yellow- 
gold fields dominate the eye appeal. Though numerous abrasions 
are scattered on the obverse, the reverse is comparatively clean. 
(#79046) 

1823 1907 MS64 NGC. A canary-gold Choice double eagle from the 
last year of the long-lived Liberty type. The obverse field and the 
reverse are well preserved, and the cheek has only inconspicuous 
abrasions. (#9052)

1824 1907-S MS64 PCGS. CAC. The 1907-S is the last S-mint Liberty 
Head double eagle, and this piece is a splendid near-Gem worthy 
of representing the last of its kind. Most Mint State examples 
seen are heavily bagmarked, but not so this piece. There are few 
mentionable abrasions on either side, and the orange-gold color 
and boldly impressed details put this coin in a small minority.

1825 1907 High Relief, Wire Rim—Reverse Repaired—NCS. AU

coin is quite pleasing, with only a touch of rub on the highest 
points and a few inconsequential marks. The reverse, however, has 
been repaired at the left rim, and there is a shallow scratch above 
the eagle. Although certainly not flawless, this piece would make a 
relatively affordable type coin. (#9135)

1826 1907 High Relief, Wire Rim—Improperly Cleaned—NCS. AU 
Details. The artistic beauty of the High Relief was immediately 
apparent to anyone who saw these pieces after they were released 
more than a hundred years ago. Some wanted to continue admiring 
them and a few ended up as pocket pieces. This appears to be such 
a piece. Slight friction is seen over the high points, and there are 
a number of tiny ticks on the wire rim. Cleaned, as one would 
expect, the surfaces are slightly hazy with deeper reddish patina

1827 1907 High Relief, Wire Rim MS62 PCGS. While collectors must 
usually bid in major auctions or buy from large coin dealers to have 
a reasonably good chance of acquiring a Mint State High Relief, 
there is a second tier of High Reliefs—those with circulation wear 
(usually from use as a pocket piece) or impaired via the various 
forms of abuse that can be inflicted upon them. Those coins 
sometimes show up at regional coin shows—and if one watches, 
even there, they sell quickly. Such is the perennial demand for 
what is probably the most coveted single U.S. gold coin issue (and 
were it not for the 1909-S VDB cent, we might be tempted to leave 
out the word “gold”). 

This strictly problem-free Mint State example offers much to 
commend itself. The yellow-gold surfaces are free of all but the 
smallest abrasions, but they are somewhat bright. The strike is 
sharp, as usually seen on the issue, and the reverse in particular 
appears high-end for the assigned grade. Traces of the wire rim, also 
as usual, appear only partway around each side. This is a wonderful

1828 1907 High Relief, Wire Rim MS64 NGC. CAC. The beauty and 
fame of the High Relief Saint-Gaudens double eagles are equally 
enduring, and this lustrous yellow-gold near-Gem showcases both. 
The only marks of any note are present in the field to the left of the 
eagle’s beak, and the coin displays attractively. Housed in a recent 
NGC holder that permits examination of the edge, the “third side” 
of this High Relief twenty, and while the obverse and reverse show 
the sumptuously sculptural quality for which the issue is famous, 
curiously enough, parts of the edge design are indistinct, most

1829 1907 High Relief, Wire Rim MS65 NGC. When President 
Theodore Roosevelt decided that it was time to revise the 
designs of our nation’s coins, he selected Augustus Saint- 
Gaudens for the task. At the time Saint-Gaudens was considered 
the preeminent sculptor in the country, and there is no doubt 
that he was prepared for the challenge. He went about creating 
designs at his Cornish, New Hampshire studio on the banks of 
the Connecticut River along the western border of that state. 
Although the road to a completed design had many curves and 
bumps, the destination was clearly worth the trip. The striding 
Liberty on the obverse and the eagle in flight on the reverse 
create an American classic. The design is almost universally 
considered the most beautiful coinage design to ever appear in 
this country. Saint-Gaudens continued his work, creating the 
Indian eagle designs, but succumbed to cancer at the age of 59 
before he was able to prepare additional coinage designs. 

The present Gem clearly shows every element of the 
Saint-Gaudens design exactly as it was intended. Liberty is 
boldly detailed, with a sharp view of Washington, D.C. in the 
background. The torch, branch, lettering, and date are each 
in full relief. Similarly, the westward flight of the eagle is fully 
defined. Both sides exhibit remarkable lemon-yellow luster, 
with splashes of pale orange toning. The surfaces are satiny 
and pristine. Every aspect of this exceptional Gem approaches 
perfection. (#9135)

Cleaned—NCS. XF Details. The rims have been lightly filed, 
and the edges show slight flattening, in addition to the worn high 
points. Many collectors hold a desire to own a High Relief twenty, 
and this piece provides just such an opportunity for the collector 
with a limited budget. (#9136) 


1831 1907 Arabic Numerals MS62 NGC. Bold sun-yellow luster 
cements the eye appeal of this unworn first-year Saint-Gaudens 
twenty. Though abrasions are noted across the obverse and in the 
rays below the eagle on the reverse, these are not too dramatic for 
the grade assigned. (#9141) 

1832 1907 Arabic Numerals MS64 NGC. A satiny finish endows 
this sharply struck near-Gem and a delicate blend of peach-gold, 
mint-green, and soft lilac adorns both sides. An impressive strike 
imparts strong detail to the design features, including the panes of 
the Capitol building and Liberty’s branch hand. Minor marks deny 
Gem status.(#9141) 

1833 1907 Arabic Numerals MS64 NGC. This green-gold first-year 
Saint-Gaudens twenty offers potent luster and nearly unabraded 
devices. A few subtle marks near the base of the torch are all that 
limit the grade.(#9141)

1834 1907 Arabic Numerals MS65 PCGS. A lovely Gem whose 
butter-gold fields and devices are awash in cartwheel shimmer. 
Unlike most examples of the issue, the present piece is impressively 
devoid of scuffs and other abrasions. The strike is full on the Capitol 
building and Liberty’s torch fingers, although Liberty’s raised knee 
shows slight rounding. (#9141) 


Bold Gem 1907 Arabic Numerals Twenty 


1835 1907 Arabic Numerals MS65 PCGS. The 1907 Arabic numerals 
is the only readily obtainable issue from the debut year of the Saint- 
Gaudens series, but Gems are scarce compared to the enormous 
demand for them. This MS65 example blends a bold strike with 
highly lustrous khaki-gold surfaces that are evenly matched overall. 
A superlative type coin. (#9141) 

1908 No Motto MS66 NGC. Long Rays obverse. A gorgeous 
orange-gold example of this shortly coined design subtype. Nearly 
bereft of marks, and the strike is intricate on Liberty’s face and the 
Capitol building. (#9142) 

1837 1908-D No Motto MS64 PCGS. Long Rays Obverse. Apricot 
and green-gold tints augment this lustrous and lightly abraded 
near-Gem. A good strike overall, even if the leg feathers lack 
absolute detail. (#9143) 

1838 1908-D No Motto MS64 PCGS. CAC. Long Rays obverse. This 
honey-gold Saint-Gaudens twenty provides scintillating luster 
and a pinpoint-sharp strike. Splendidly preserved aside from a few 
unobtrusive abrasions on the drapery. (#9143) 

1839 1908-D No Motto MS64 PCGS. Scintillating luster envelops 
the peach-gold, lightly abraded surfaces of this near-Gem. Sharply 
defined, evidenced by virtually complete delineation on the panes 
of the Capitol building and Liberty’s fingers. A graze is visible in 
the upper reverse field. (#9143) 

1840 1908-D No Motto MS64 PCGS. Pale yellow patina covers 
both sides of this appealing Choice Mint State specimen, with a 
few faint hints of purple.

1841 1908-D No Motto MS65 PCGS. Copious luster emanates from 
the surfaces of this orange-gold Gem, which has eye appeal in 
spades in addition to its wide popularity as a type coin to represent 
the No Motto issues.

1843 1908-D Motto MS64 PCGS. Honey-gold lustrous surfaces exhibit 
well struck design features. Tiny flecks that dot the reverse are not 
all that disturbing. (#9148) 
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Low Mintage 1908^S Twenty, AU58 


1844 1908-S AU58 NGC. An important rarity in the Saint-Gaudens 
series with a mintage of only 22,000 coins. Only the 1907 High 
Relief had a lower mintage. While Mint State examples are 
available from time to time, circulated grades are more plentiful. 
This pleasing near-Mint piece has satiny light yellow luster, high 
point wear, and relatively mark-free surfaces, providing an excellent 
combination of quality and price. (#9149) 


Elusive Select 1909 Double Eagle 



1845 1909 MS63 PCGS. Lime-green borders encompass peach- 
tinged centers. Lustrous and alertly struck with no more than 
the usual number of faint field abrasions. The low mintage 1909 
is divided into two issues of roughly equal rarity, the normal date 
and the 1909/8. The latter trades for a higher price, perhaps due to 
additional demand from overdate specialists. (#9150) 

1846 1909/8 AU55 ANACS. FS-301. The 1909/8 double eagle is 
immensely popular because of its pronounced overdate, which is 
easily seen without magnification. Bright yellow patina coats the 
resplendent surfaces of this Choice AU example. Several minor 
abrasions define the grade.(#9151) 

1847 1909/8 MS61 PCGS. FS-301. The bright yellow-gold surfaces of 
this popular overdate representative yield decisively struck design 
features. Distributed small marks do not significantly detract. 
Indeed, this is a nice piece for the designated grade.(#9151) 


Appealing MS62 1909/8 Double Eagle 


1848 1909/8 MS62 NGC. FS-301. Judging from the current population 
data, it appears that the 1909 double eagles were about evenly split 
between the nonoverdate and overdate varieties, even though we 
also believe that just one die pair was used for all of the overdates. 
The jury is still out on this point, although we have noticed most 
examples have the same small die crack on the reverse, running 
obliquely through the lower part of (G)O(D). The moderate ticks 
seen on both sides are consistent with the MS62 grade, but much 
appeal radiates along with the luster off of the orange-gold surfaces.

Notable 1909/8 Twenty Dollar, MS63 


1849 1909/8 MS63 PCGS. FS-301. This coin is one of several notable 
20th century overdate varieties, coins that were created mostly 
during World War I or World War II. The 1909/8 is the exception, 
in that it is the largest denomination and a nonwartime issue. This 
peach-gold specimen has a few wispy abrasions on the obverse high 
points that account for the grade, but generous luster and high eye

1850 1909/8 MS65 PCGS. FS-301. The 1909/8 overdate double 
eagle is a famous and popular variety, one of few known 20th 
century overdates. Like all 20th century overdates, this is actually a 
hubbing error rather than the selection of an incorrect punch. The 
die received an impression from a 1908 hub, and then received a 
second impression from a 1908 hub. In addition to its beauty that 
results from frosty lemon-yellow luster, sharp design details, and 
pristine surfaces, it also ranks near the top of the census for the 
variety.

Glowing Near-Gem 1909-D Double Eagle 
Low-Mintage With Motto Issue 


1851 1909-D MS64 PCGS. This issue is somewhat overshadowed by 
the 1908-S, but it bears remembering that the 1909-D’s mintage is 
itself a stingy 52,500 coins, making it the third-lowest of the With 
Motto issues, behind the ‘08-S and ‘13-S. This near-Gem example 
boasts warm, glowing luster over orange-gold surfaces that are just a 
few wispy contact marks away from a Gem grade. An appealing and 
high-end example. PCGS has certified only 20 pieces finer (9/09). 
(#9152) 


1852 1909-S MS64 PCGS. Shimmering satiny luster radiates from the 
light rose-yellow surfaces. A few wispy grazes are barely noticeable. 
Garrett and Guth (2006) note that the 1909-S is surprisingly 
scarce in grades above MS64.(#9153) 

1853 1910 MS64 PCGS. This exquisite butter-gold near-Gem provides 
potent luster and is refreshingly devoid of marks. Nicely struck and 
worthy of specialist attention. An excellent value relative to the 
next higher grade.(#9154) 

1854 1910-D MS65 PCGS. A peach-gold Gem that boasts an 
exemplary strike and impressive eye appeal. Those in search of 
marks will require patience and a powerful loupe. For the 1910-D, 
the MS65 grade provides a good combination of value and scarcity, 
since MS66 examples cost more than twice as much.(#9155) 

1855 1910-D MS65 PCGS. A gorgeous example of the 1910-D double 
eagle, a date that is relatively available at the MS65 level but quite 
scarce any finer. This piece has satiny yellow-gold luster with sharp 
design features and just a few grade-consistent marks. Although 
some type collectors may gravitate to the most common dates of 
the 1920s, astute buyers prefer pieces that are substantially scarcer 
for only a modest premium, such as this issue.(#9155) 

1856 1910-D MS65 PCGS. This Gem twenty has traces of light pink 
toning over frosty and lustrous yellow surfaces. The 1910-D is 
considered a common date, although its mintage was only 429,000 
coins. (#9155) 

1857 1910-D MS65 PCGS. Traces of light salmon reside over the 
lustrous yellow-gold surfaces of this lovely Gem 1910-D Saint- 
Gaudens double eagle. Hints of pale green enhance the borders. 
(#9155) 

1858 1910-S MS64 PCGS. The honey-gold lustrous surfaces of this 
near-Gem exhibit sharply struck devices, including the panes 
of the Capitol building, Liberty’s facial features and fingers, and 
the eagle’s plumage. Light surface and rim marks preclude Gem 
classification. Housed in a green label holder.(#9156) 

1859 1910-S MS64 PCGS. An apricot-gold Choice Saint-Gaudens 
twenty with scintillating luster and only minimal marks. The panes 
of the Capitol building blend, but the strike is otherwise bold. 
(#9156) 

1860 1910-S MS64 NGC. Luster emanates from the yellow-gold 
surfaces of this near-Gem and a well directed strike leaves strong 
detail on the design features. A few light marks deny Gem status. 
This issue becomes difficult to locate any finer.(#9156) 

1861 1911 MS63 PCGS. An excellent example with frosty yellow- 
gold luster and pale pinkish highlights. The luster is average 
for the series, and far above average for the date. Although the 
surfaces are lightly abraded, this is a pleasing example of the issue. 
(#9157) 

1862 1911 MS63 PCGS. A pleasing green-gold example of the scarce 
Philadelphia Mint 1911 twenty. Less than 200,000 were struck and 
many entered circulation at the time. Luster is good for the date, 
but below average for the series.(#9157) 
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Excellent MS64 1911 Twenty Dollar 



1863 1911 MS64 NGC. CAC. The 1911 double eagle is occasionally 
found in MS64, but Gems are elusive. This near-Gem displays 
yellow-gold surfaces with excellent luster and good overall eye 
appeal. Some minor ticks are mostly scattered, and some smoke- 
gray accents appear on the high points. NGC has certified only 57 
examples finer (9/09). (#9157) 

1864 1911-D MS65 PCGS. Collectors assembling date sets will likely 
seek a 1911-D or 191 NS twenty to represent the year. This Gem 
has traces of iridescence over light yellow surfaces and frosty gold 
luster. (#9158) 

1865 1911-D MS66 NGC. CAC. The normal mintmark version of this 
popular prewar Denver issue. Specialists who have grown jaded 
from examinations of bagmarked 1911-D twenties will delight at 
the present Premium Gem, which is remarkably free from abrasions. 
NGC has certified only 31 pieces finer (9/09).(#9158) 


Popular Gem 1911 'D/D Double Eagle 



1866 1911'D/D MS65 NGC. FS'501. The mintmark is sharply 
repunched east. Scintillating luster and a powerful strike assert the 
quality of this pre-war Saint-Gaudens Gem. The fields have a few 
delicate luster grazes, but the absence of noticeable marks confirms 
the high numerical grade. (#145010) 


Scintillating Gem 1911'D/D Twenty Dollar 


1867 1911'D/D MS65 NGC. FS'501. The mintmark is blatantly 
repunched east, as seen on perhaps half of all high grade 1911-D 
double eagles. Most such pieces presumably came from the same 
European bank hoard. The present Gem is well struck and lustrous 
with exemplary surfaces save for a single tick on the eagle’s breast. 
A speck of debris is seen above the E in STATES. (#145010)

1868 1911'D/D MS65 PCGS. CAC. FS'501. Bold yellow-orange luster 
is the prime feature of this repunched mintmark Gem’s eye appeal.

Condition Census 1911'D/D Twenty, FS'501, MS66 
One of the Finest Certified Varieties at PCGS 


1869 1911'D/D MS66 PCGS. CAC. FS-501. Repunched Mintmark. 
For a series of which so many millions of coins were originally 
produced, there are few widely collected error or variety coins in 
the Saint-Gaudens double eagle series. This is likely a function 
of a couple of reasons: First, most of the survivors were melted 
during the Gold Recall of 1933; second, the series is so difficult 
even for nonvariety coins that the few recognized varieties take 
on diminished importance. Nonetheless, the 1909/8 overdate 
and the 1911-D/D are the most widely known, of which only the 
former has so far attained a Guide Book listing. Both are listed in 
Cherrypickers ’, along with four other Saint-Gaudens varieties. 

This 1911-D/D in MS66 is one of the top nine examples 
certified at PCGS, and there are none finer. It is also certified as 
1911-D/D RPM FS-501 using PCGS’ new six-digit variety number 
(145010), ready to pop into your Registry Set if you so choose. 
This is a simply stunning Saint-Gaudens twenty, regardless of the 
variety. Flashy luster radiates from the reddish-orange surfaces, 
and the repunching to the east on the mintmark is as bold as the 
strike is throughout. Abrasions of any size are few and far between.

1870 1911-D/D MS66 NGC. FS-501. This 1911-D/D is certified as 
such using NGC’s Variety Plus attribution. The 1911 -D and 1911-

the year the Mint (Philadelphia, not Denver, which made the 
mintmark punches and dies for the branch mints) last used the 
Wide D variant. On the 1911 'D/D, the broad repunching east of 
the subsequent and final punch makes the mintmark appear much 
broader than on the regular issue. This is among the handful of 
finest certified at either service, with blazing orange-gold luster and 
premium eye appeal.

1871 1911-D/D MS66 PCGS. FS-501. Although uncertified as such, 
this is clearly a 1911-D/D, with the second mintmark standing out 
boldly east of the final punch. This splendid Premium Gem boasts 
wonderful luster radiating from khaki-gold surfaces that show the 
typical satiny, somewhat mattelike finish of double eagles of this 
era. The strike is nearly full, and mentionable abrasions are absent 
from either side. PCGS has certified only nine examples of the 
1911-D/D in MS66 (9/09). (#145010) 

1872 1911-S MS64 NGC. The Capitol building is fully struck on this 
lustrous near-Gem double eagle. The obverse field is beautifully 
unabraded. The eagle and sun show subtle marks, and the reverse 
field has traces of translucent residue. (#9159) 

1873 1911-S MS64 PCGS. We present here a radiant peach-gold near- 
Gem with well struck design elements. Some light surface and rim 
marks preclude Gem status.(#9159) 

1874 1911-S MS64 PCGS. A lustrous near-Gem with splendid apricot' 
gold patina. Light purple accents visit the margins. A loupe locates 
only a few insignificant marks, and the details are sharply defined. 
(#9159) 

1875 1911-S MS64 PCGS. A lovely example of the plentiful 1911-S 
twenty, an issue that becomes rare in Gem or finer grades. This 
frosty representative has brilliant yellow-gold luster with trivial 
grade-consistent marks.(#9159) 


Attractive Gem 1911-S Twenty Dollar 


1876 1911-S MS65 PCGS. A crisply impressed representative that 
provides vibrant cartwheel luster and a minimally abraded 
appearance. One small nick on the obverse rim at 2:30. The 1911- 
S is readily available in MS62 through MS64, but is uncollectible 
above MS66. 1911 was the final year with 46 obverse stars, since 
New Mexico and Arizona joined the Union in 1912. (#9159) 


Satiny 1911-S Double Eagle, MS65 


1877 1911-S MS65 NGC. Gems of this issue usually show a mattelike, 
satiny texture, and this charming specimen is no exception. The 
surfaces are aglow with facets like tiny fires, with exemplary reddish- 
gold coloration and the bold impression usually seen on this date. 
NGC has certified only 34 pieces finer (9/09). This would make a 
marvelous addition to a fine gold type set. (#9159) 

1878 1912 MS63 NGC. Lustrous surfaces give off a greenish-gold hue 
and exhibit relatively strong design elements. A few small marks 
include a rim bruise at 10:00 on the obverse.(#9160) 


Sharply Struck, Radiant 1912 Twenty, MS64 


1879 1912 MS64 PCGS. How does the 1912 double eagle differ, besides 
the date, from the 1911? Two tiny stars were added near the oak 
leaves, symbolizing the addition of New Mexico and Arizona to the 
Union. The current MS64 piece is about the top end for most Mint 
State pieces, as PCGS has certified only 32 coins finer (9/09). The 
yellow-gold surfaces boast plenty of eye appeal, a combination of 
radiant luster and surfaces free of any major distractions. The strike 
is marvelously sharp on both sides. A tiny dark toning spot appears 
inside the O of OF on the reverse. (#9160) 
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1880 1913-D MS64 NGC. Light surface marks on each side are 
consistent with the grade. This attractive and lustrous example 
has brilliant pinkish-gold surfaces and strong design motifs. 
(#9162) 


Radiant Gem 1913-D Twenty Dollar 



1881 1913-D MS65 PCGS. The 1913-D double eagle, when found in 
Gem condition as here, is a well-produced and attractive issue. 
The present example is certainly no exception, with radiant, frosty 
mattelike luster over orange-gold surfaces. Abrasions are minor, 
and the strike is boldly executed. PCGS has certified only five 
coins finer (9/09). (#9162) 

1882 1913-S AU58 NGC. The 1913-S is a low mintage issue with 
just 34,000 pieces struck. Scintillating luster complements the 
well struck design elements. Several minuscule abrasions do not 
distract. (#9163) 


Low Mintage 1913-S Twenty, MS62 


1883 1913-S MS62 PCGS. Its meager mintage of 34,000 pieces has 
long held the attention of speculators, and the 1913-S is indeed 
a rarity at the Gem level. MS62 examples are more available, but 
they are also affordable given the scarcity of the issue. This lustrous 
canary-gold piece is nicely struck and has the expected quotient of 
small to moderate marks. (#9163) 


Scarce 1913-S Saint-Gaudens Twenty, MS63 


1884 1913-S MS63 PCGS. A straw-gold representative of this widely 
pursued issue. The Capitol building lacks a full impression, but the 
overall strike is good. Minor marks are scattered and correspond to 
the grade. Among Arabic Date issues, only the 1908-S has a lower 
mintage than the 1913-S. (#9163) 


Attractive 1914 Twenty, MS63 


1885 1914 MS63 PCGS. The total production of the 1914 double 
eagle was a meager 95,250 coins but, unlike some later issues, many 
appear to have survived in Mint State. PCGS has graded several 
hundred coins in the range from MS63 to MS66. This Select 
specimen displays a few scattered ticks on the obverse that account 
for the grade, while the reverse is comparatively clean. Orange-gold 
surfaces with thick mint luster complete this attractive offering. 
(#9164) 


Bold Near-Gem 1914 Double Eagle 


1886 1914 MS64 PCGS. This orange-gold near-Gem offers eye appeal 
to spare, a combination of its brilliant luster, a paucity of relevant 
marks, and an extremely bold strike save for minor bluntness 
on Liberty’s face. This is a low-mintage issue that is seldom seen 
in MS65, where PCGS has certified only 36 examples (9/09). 
(#9164) 

1887 1914-D MS64 NGC. Lustrous yellow-gold surfaces blushed with 
apricot greet the observer of this D-mint twenty dollar. Sharp detail 
is apparent on the Capitol building, Liberty’s branch hand, and the 
eagle’s plumage. Scattered obverse marks prevent the attainment of 
Gem classification. (#9165) 

1888 1914-D MS65 NGC. A blend of peach and yellow-gold coloration 
adorns the radiantly lustrous surfaces of this attractive Gem. Both 
sides are well struck and minimally abraded. (#9165) 

1889 1914-D MS65 PCGS. The satiny surfaces of this brilliant Gem 
exhibit pleasing orange-gold luster with a few scattered marks 
that are expected for the grade. PCGS has only certified 56 finer 
examples (9/09).(#9165) 

1890 1914-S MS65 PCGS. Orange and lime-green compete for territory 
across this lustrous Gem. The strike is precise aside from slight 
blending on the tops of LIBERTY. Devoid of relevant marks, and a 
good value relative to both lower and higher grades.(#9166) 

1891 1914-S MS65 PCGS. Flashy cartwheel luster shines throughout 
the yellow-gold surfaces of this carefully preserved representative. 
There are only a couple of tiny marks. The strike is nearly full, and 
the eye appeal is excellent. (#9166) 

1892 1914-S MS65 NGC. Perhaps the most plentiful issue of the early 
series (1907-1916), this Gem 1914-S has soft, frosty yellow-gold 
luster with traces of orange color. Minimal abrasions on each side 
are of little consequence.(#9166) 
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1893 1914-S MS65 NGC. A shimmering yellow-gold Gem that boasts 
an exacting strike and minimally abraded surfaces. Similarly priced 
with the considerably more common issues from the middle 1920. 
(#9166) 

1894 1915 MS63 PCGS. A scarce and desirable early Philadelphia Mint 
issue, the 1915 had a mintage of only 152,000 coins. It is scarce in 
higher grades, and this lustrous green-gold representative provides 
an excellent combination of grade and price.(#9167) 

1895 1915-S MS65 PCGS. This stunning Gem boasts magnificent 
cartwheel luster across the bright yellow-gold surfaces. The strike 
is razor-sharp. Several minuscule marks do not affect the impressive 
eye appeal. (#9168) 

1896 1915-S MS65 NGC. Traces of salmon-link toning enhance 
the lustrous yellow-gold surfaces of this pleasing Gem. The 
few abrasions on each side are consistent with the grade of this 
appealing piece.(#9168) 

1897 1915-S MS65 PCGS. A gorgeous and sharply defined Gem, this 
brilliant orange-gold example has excellent surfaces and remarkable 
eye appeal. A lovely candidate for a date or type collection. 
(#9168) 

1898 1915-S MS65 PCGS. Fully brilliant with rich yellow-gold luster, 
this Gem 1915-S is an excellent candidate for collectors who seek 
a single example from every year of production. Such date sets 
provide a challenge, with a smaller cash outlay than a complete set 
requires. (#9168) 

1899 1920 MS63 PCGS. After a four-year gap due to World War I, 
production of double eagles resumed in 1920 in Philadelphia and 
San Francisco. The 1920’s mintage of 228,250 pieces proved to 
be the lowest of any issue from the 1920s, with the exception of 
the 1927-D. This is a lustrous canary-gold example with moderate 
marks concealed on Liberty’s drapery. (#9170) 

1900 1920 MS63 PCGS. The 1920 is overshadowed by the 1920-S and 
1921 double eagles, perhaps the reason that this issue is underrated. 
Just 228,250 were struck, and lower grade Mint State examples are 
plentiful, but MS63 or finer pieces remain elusive. This one has 
lovely orange-gold luster with frosty surfaces and darker high point 
patina. (#9170) 

Splendid 1920 Double Eagle, MS64 
Impossibly Rare in Gem Grade 


1901 1920 MS64 PCGS. One single coin. That is the number of Gem 
examples of the 1920 double eagle that PCGS has certified finer 
than the present piece, one of several hundred MS64 coins at 
that service. [NGC has certified seven coins in MS65 (9/09).] 
The 1920 would garner no special attention were it not for the 
skewed population data, which lead Garrett and Guth to call the 
1920 “probably the most underrated gem in the entire series.” This 
splendid MS64 coin offers glowing luster throughout the orange- 
gold surfaces on both sides. A random smattering of small marks 
is characteristic of the grade, although we note a somewhat blunt 
strike on Liberty’s face and a small die crack through LIBERT. The 
reverse is choice for the grade. (#9170) 


Choice 1920 Saint-Gaudens Twenty 


1902 1920 MS64 NGC. This better date double eagle has vibrant luster 
and a good strike. No marks are worthy of comment, and sufficiently 
few are present to ensure high eye appeal. Nearly unobtainable any 
finer, since NGC and PCGS combined have certified a scant eight 
pieces above the MS64 level. (#9170) 

1903 1922 MS64 PCGS. Strong yellow-gold luster with blushes of 
deeper orange prominent in parts of the fields. This sharp Choice 
coin shows a single vertical abrasion on the eagle’s wing that 
precludes Gem status. Housed in a green label holder. (#9173) 

Exquisite Gem 1922 Twenty Dollar 


1904 1922 MS65 PCGS. A gorgeous orange-tinged Gem with exactingly 
struck devices and splendidly smooth fields. Only unimportant 
contact on Liberty’s left (facing) thigh prevents an even finer 
grade. The combined forces of PCGS and NGC have certified just 
15 pieces finer, all as MS66 (9/09). (#9173) 


Outstanding 1922 Double Eagle, MS65 


1905 1922 MS65 PCGS. Although easily located in nearly all grades, 
the 1922 double eagle becomes rare above MS65. NGC and PCGS 
combined have certified only 15 examples finer than the present 
coin (8/09). This attractive Gem boasts scintillating satiny luster 
across the sun-gold surfaces. The strike is razor-sharp, and there are 
no marks of any significance. (#9173) 
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Impressive 1922 Double Eagle, MS65 


1906 1922 MS65 PCGS. The 1922 is a frequent choice for type 
collections, and this impressive Gem would make an excellent 
representative. Coruscating luster shimmers beneath the yellow- 
gold patina that drapes both sides. Pleasing lilac accents add to the 
appeal. The top of the obverse has a number of striations and the 
strike is a trifle soft in that area. A few nearly microscopic spots do 
not distract. (#9173) 


Bold Gem 1922 Double Eagle 


1907 1922 MS65 PCGS. Even for this Saint-Gaudens issue that is 
considered a relatively available date, the MS65 level is basically 
the top of the line; PCGS has certified only seven coins finer, and 
they are likely to be in strong hands today. (We note that of the 
current top six PCGS St. Gaudens $20 Gold, Circulation Strikes 
[1907-1932] Registry Sets, only one of them, the top-rated Dr. & 
Mrs. Steven Duckor Set #2, contains an MS66 example of this 
issue.) Deep, mellow orange-gold patina and near-pristine surfaces 
are the hallmarks of this splendid Gem. The strike is uniformly 
bold save at the extreme lower obverse rim, and singular abrasions 
are absent. (#9173) 

1908 1922-S MS61 PCGS. A much better date despite a mintage of 
more than 2.65 million pieces, as most of the production never 
left Treasury vaults and was eventually melted. The present coin 
has full mint luster, an abraded right obverse field, and a couple of 
moderate obverse bagmarks.(#9174) 


Scarce Select 1922-S Twenty 



1909 1922-S MS63 NGC. A green-gold representative of this high 
mintage but much melted issue. This example is interesting for its 
partial wire edge, present on the obverse between 9 and 12 o’clock 
and on the reverse near 8 o’clock. Lustrous khaki-gold fields and 
devices are nicely struck and only lightly abraded. (#9174) 


Appealing 1922-S Twenty, MS64 


1910 1922-S MS64 PCGS. More than 2.5 million 1922-S double 
eagles were minted, but most were melted just over a decade 
later, as massive melts of gold coins took place in the mid 1930s. 
Compare mintages and populations of the 1922 and 1922-S issues 
to understand the effect of the 1930s gold melts. In all grades, 
PCGS has certified just over 1,000 submissions of 1922-S twenties, 
while the same service has certified more than 30,000 1922 double 
eagles, an issue with half the mintage. 

This attractive piece has frosty butter-yellow surfaces with few 
abrasions on either side. The strike is bold and the eye appeal is 
excellent. PCGS has only certified 12 finer examples of this issue 
(9/09). (#9174) 
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Conditionally Rare 1923 Double Eagle, MS65 



1911 1923 MS65 PCGS. There are several P-mint issues from the 
1920s that are often lumped together to represent the glories of 
the Saint-Gaudens design for type purposes. They usually include 
the 1922 through 1928 dates, plus the 1923-D. But compare the 
number of Gems certified for each issue at PCGS as of (9/09):

The 1923 is often included in this list, but it is not a similar issue 
in Gem condition. While there are many 1923s certified, most are 
in MS62 or MS63 condition. Gems are quite elusive, especially 
in comparison to the strong demand. This example shows deep, 
mellow apricot-gold color with splendid luster, although minor 
strike softness shows at the lower obverse. PCGS has certified only 
three Premium Gems finer. (#9175) 


Dazzling Gem 1923 Double Eagle 



1912 1923 MS65 PCGS. The Gem level is about as good as it gets for 
this P-mint issue, where PCGS has certified only three examples 
in finer grades (9/09). The dazzling luster and overall broad appeal 
are complemented by attractive reddish-orange coloration and a 
paucity of relevant marks. Simply a splendid coin for a date, type, 
or Registry set. (#9175) 

1913 1923-D MS65 PCGS. Scintillating luster radiates beneath the 
sun-gold patina that envelops both sides. This sharply struck Gem 
has no distracting marks and would be an excellent addition to a 
type collection.(#9176) 

1914 1923-D MS66 NGC. Simply outstanding luster with incredible 
surface quality, as demanded of the Premium Gem designation. 
Color is a mix of striking apricot-orange and bright light yellow. 
Crisply detailed with an almost sculptural quality to the folds 
of Liberty’s gown. NGC has graded 39 finer pieces (8/09). 
(#9176) 


1915 1923-D MS66 NGC. Generous shades of peach and lime-green 
enrich this lustrous and well struck Premium Gem. The reverse is 
essentially pristine, and the obverse has only minor contact. The 
1923-D is the only readily collectible branch mint postwar issue, 
and was apparently distributed in a manner similar to the 1922 
through 1928 Philadelphia dates. (#9176) 

1916 1923-D MS66 NGC. Ebullient luster endows this Premium Gem 
complemented with pretty greenish-gold patina and well struck 
devices. Both sides are devoid of mentionable marks.(#9176) 

1917 1923-D MS66 PCGS. CAC. While the ‘23-D is commonplace 
in Uncirculated grades, the present piece is noteworthy for its 
remarkably unabraded obverse. The reverse is also smooth save for 
a concealed thin mark on the eagle’s breast.(#9176) 

1918 1923-D MS66 NGC. A rather common issue, the 1923-D 
becomes conditionally rare in higher Mint State grades. NGC has 
only certified 39 finer examples of this issue (9/09). Extraordinary 
surfaces have splendid green-gold peripheries around salmon 
centers. (#9176) 

1919 1924 MS66 NGC. CAC. Although there is no shortage of 1924 
twenties on the bourse floor, most are bagmarked. This impressive 
representative provides an exception, since thorough inspection 
with a loupe is required to locate even inconsequential contact. 
(#9177) 

1920 1924 MS66 PCGS. An amazing Saint-Gaudens double eagle, this 
green label PCGS holdered example has excellent surfaces with light 
yellow color. Both sides are highly lustrous and boldly defined.

1921 1924 MS66 PCGS. A wonderful satin Premium Gem in a green label 
holder, this Saint-Gaudens double eagle with its deep orange-gold 
luster is one of the finest we have seen at the MS66 grade level.

1922 1924 MS66 PCGS. This green label PCGS Premium Gem has 
remarkable egg yolk-yellow surfaces with satin luster.

Only a little over three percent of all 
PCGS certified 1924 double eagles grade MS66 or finer.

1932 1924-D MS63 PCGS. Garrett and Guth point out that the D-mint 
double eagles made in 1924 “sat around” in banks except for a few 
thousand shipped overseas, so those that stayed in the United 
States were available for melting in that great extinction event, the 
Gold Recall of 1933. Most of the survivors, for the most part in the 
lower Mint State levels, appear to have been repatriated by now. 
This piece has excellent eye appeal for the grade, a function of 
generous luster and mellow orange-gold coloration. Moderate high- 
point abrasions are consistent with the Select grade. (#9178) 


Flashy MS63 1924-D Double Eagle 


1933 1924-D MS63 PCGS. The high mintage figure exceeding 3 
million coins bears no relevance to the number of survivors today; 
it is likely that most were melted in the 1930s, and the 1924-D is a 
scarce issue in Mint State. This MS63 coin offers flashy luster over 
orange-gold surfaces, with a few minor abrasions consistent with 
the grade. The strike is somewhat blunt on Liberty’s head and at 
the rim nearby. (#9178) 

1934 1925 MS65 NGC. A common date, the 1925 has a lower 
population than the 1924 or 1928 double eagles, but the number 
certified still exceeds 10,000 coins in Gem or finer grades. That 
makes this issue an ideal type coin. Both sides are brilliant with 
frosty luster and sharp details..(#9180) 

1935 1925 MS66 PCGS. Housed in a green label PCGS holder, this 
Premium Gem is a splendid piece with excellent eye appeal created 
through a combination of satiny yellow and orange-gold luster with 
a bold strike. PCGS has only certified five finer pieces (9/09).

1936 1925-D MS64 PCGS. CAC. Garrett and Guth note for this issue: 
“When found, this date normally exhibits frosty luster and a bold 
strike.” Both are on full display with this noteworthy near-Gem, 
which shows pale peach overtones against light wheat-gold and 
deeper sun-yellow shadings. A handful of small abrasions that dot 
the obverse preclude a finer designation but have minimal impact 
on the eye appeal. MS64 is the highest grade for which the always- 
elusive 1925-D has any sort of significant availability; beyond that 
level lies condition rarity. PCGS has graded only six such coins 
(9/09). (#9181) 
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Semikey 1925-S Twenty, MS66 



1937 1925-S MS66 NGC. The 1925-S Saint-Gaudens double eagle 
is one of the prime condition rarities in the series. NGC and 
PCGS have combined to grade just two pieces in MS66 and 
three in MS67, according to current population data. Revising 
David Akers’ reference on 20th century gold coins, Jeff Ambio 
writes: “The 1925-S is the only mintmarked Double Eagle from 
the 1920s that is easier to obtain in circulated grades than Mint 
State.” The rarity of this issue is especially fascinating as the 
1925-S has the third highest mintage of any Saint-Gaudens 
double eagle. Dave Bowers also comments on this issue in his 
Guide Book of double eagles: “The 1925-S is a sleeper. The 
large mintage belies the rarity of this coin. The population of 
1925-S double eagles is about evenly divided between high 
grade worn pieces and lower level Mint State examples.” 

The two finest survivors are the Norweb specimen that was 
later part of the Dr. Thaine Price collection, a coin that PCGS 
has graded MS68, and the Phillip H. Morse specimen that 
PCGS graded MS67. NGC has also certified a higher grade 
MS67 example. The present specimen, NGC certified MS66, 
ranks next in line, and is tied for fourth finest known, to the 
best of our knowledge. This Premium Gem has a bold strike 
with excellent definition on both sides, although there is slight 
weakness at the lower obverse, as seen on many survivors. The 
rims are somewhat beveled as usual for S-Mint twenties from 
the decade. The surfaces have brilliant yellow luster with a 
satin texture. Faint traces of pinkish-orange toning are visible, 
with green-gold peripheries. The surfaces are nearly perfect 
and the overall eye appeal of this remarkable double eagle is 
exceptional. (#9182) 
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1938 1926 MS66 PCGS. This appealing Premium Gem is housed in an 
older green label PCGS holder. The surfaces are fully lustrous with 
brilliant yellow-gold surfaces and faint pink highlights. The design 
elements are bold. PCGS has only certified three finer pieces 
(9/09).

1949 1927-S MS63 NGC. CAC. This unusual 1927-S double eagle 
has a prominent raised die chip or die line from the 9 to the 
2 in the date. The position and shape resemble the base of an 
extra misplaced 2, although such a misplaced digit defies logic 
considering the use of date logotypes at the time. A review of 
our Permanent Auction Archives shows that just four out of 
the last 50 examples offered have this same feature. 

In the late 1920s, the branch mints at Denver and San 
Francisco had a significant production of double eagles. 
However, few of those coins were actually released, and all 
are rare today. For example, the San Francisco Mint struck 
more than 3 million twenties in 1927, but less than 300 of 
those coins survive today. Most of those survivors grade in the 
range of AU58 to MS64, with a few higher- and lower-grade 
pieces extant. NGC and PCGS have certified a total of 261 
submissions, with an average grade of 60.7. 

In the past 16 years we have offered 1927-S double eagles 
74 times, an average of just four per year in all grades. We 
have only sold 15 pieces in grades finer than this coin, or less 
than one per year. During that same 16-year period, we have 
sold over 1,100 1927 Philadelphia Mint twenties in MS64 or 
finer grades, or more than 68 per year. When considering those 
totals, remember that the Philadelphia Mint only struck 2.9 
million double eagles in 1927. 

This specimen has lovely yellow-gold luster with light 
pink highlights on the obverse and faint green patina on the 
reverse.

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Beautiful MS66 1927-S Double Eagle 
Rare in Any Grade 
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1950 1927-S MS66 NGC. In today’s market, the 1927-S double eagle is somewhat overshadowed 
by its close cousin, the 1927-D. While the present coin cannot equal the rarity of the Denver 
issue, it is still an acknowledged key to the Saint-Gaudens double eagle series. Moreover, unlike 
the 1927-D, most examples of the current issue are seen in circulated or lower Mint State 
grades. In higher Mint State grades, this date is quite rare. NGC and PCGS, for example, have 
certified a total of six 1927-S examples in MS66, and a mere three coins grade finer (9/09). 

Fifty years ago, the situation was reversed. In that era, the 1927-S was believed to be a fantastic 
rarity, considerably more desirable than its Denver counterpart. In 1949, B. Max Mehl believed that 
there were only three or four specimens known. The coin was generally regarded as the fourth-rarest 
of the design type, behind the 1924-S, 1926-D, and 1926-S. All of those vaunted issues gradually 
became more available as individual examples were repatriated from European bank holdings in the 
1950s and 1960s. The 1927-S never surfaced in hoard quantities (unlike the 1926-S, for example), 
and its decline in the rarity rankings has been gradual. In recent times, David Akers ranks it as the 
lOth-rarest issue in the 55-coin series. Not one single example of the 1927-D issue is believed to have 
surfaced from those sources, and it holds the preeminent spot in the rarity estimates today. 

Probably only 160-170 specimens of the 1927-S double eagle survive today. One is certified 
XF40 by PCGS, and six pieces have been certified as AU50 by PCGS, which suggests that 
some 1927-S double eagles were actually spent in West Coast commerce prior to the Great 
Depression. Most Uncirculated survivors grade between MS61 and MS64- 

One of the earliest auction appearances of the 1927-S was in the J.F. Bell Collection 
(Stack’s, 12/1944), lot 990, where it realized a price of $500 on a $300 estimate. Two years 
later, an example appeared in the World’s Greatest Collection (Numismatic Gallery, 1/1946), 
lot 1043. Abe Kosoff showcased the coin in that sale, and it realized $925, a respectable 
sum for the time. The 1927-S was so rare in its heyday that even legendary collectors such as 
Louis Eliasberg and John Jay Pittman settled for AU specimens in their collections. 

An MS67 NGC coin from the Museum of Connecticut History was sold in the Long Beach sale 
(Heritage, 6/1995), lot 6027. That piece later appeared in the celebrated sale of the Phillip H. Morse 
Collection (Heritage, 11/2005), lot 6698. The present coin also appeared in the Morse sale, as lot 
6699. Another spectacular specimen was cataloged in the Thaine B. Price sale (David Akers, 5/1998), 
lot 116. In that offering, Akers described the piece as being “absolutely fully struck.” 

The current coin possesses a wonderful mix of apricot and yellow-gold patination and exhibits 
vibrant luster. The design elements are exceptionally well struck, with the Capitol showing excellent 
definition. It is devoid of significant marks, save for an inoffensive shallow linear abrasion on Liberty’s 
chest. Interestingly though, a slightly curved mint-made “scrape” is noted on the sun. As it runs parallel 
to the rim, the feature is probably some sort of mint-made flaw, possibly having to do with ejection 
from the die. The same feature appeared on the Superb Gem coin in lot 6698 of the Phillip H. Morse 
Collection mentioned above. This circumstance leads us to believe that these two coins were struck 
from the same reverse die within a relatively short period of time—an interesting coincidence, since 
both coins were later discovered in the same collection. This is a magnificent specimen that is sure to 
generate spirited bidding.

Like many issues of this era, the 
1929 double eagle was produced in large quantities with an 
extremely low survival rate. Nearly every one of the 1,779,750 
coins was later melted, leaving a net population of just a few 
hundred coins. 

At one time the 1929 double eagle was considered a major 
rarity in the Saint-Gaudens series. With the importation of 
examples from overseas in recent decades, this issue is available 
to a wider audience. A single group of about 40 coins was 
discovered in England in 1984- In A Guide Book of Double Eagle 
Gold Coins, Dave Bowers writes: “For the first time in modern 
numismatic history the 1929 is readily available and somewhat 
affordable (but hardly inexpensive). Now, many collections 
will end with the 1929 date instead of 1928 as formerly.” NGC 
and PCGS have certified nearly 300 submissions in all grades, 
but only 32 of those coins grade MS65 or finer.

The 1851-52 octagonal fifty dollar gold pieces of Augustus 
Humbert and the U.S. Assay Office of Gold were known by various 
names, some obviously descriptive, some of unknown derivation. 
“Adobes,” “quints [short for ‘quintuple eagle’],” “ingots,” and 
“slugs” all served as monikers for these impressive gold coins during 
their heyday. Probably the most significant among those names is 
“ingot,” for in their time they were considered exactly that—not 
so much a coin as a preassayed and -weighed quantity of gold at 
a given fineness and with a recognizable design. It is noteworthy 
that the dies of the first design (K-l) for the 1851 Lettered Edge 
Humbert fifty dollar had blanks beside the D and C for dollars 
and cents, as well as the fineness, so that those modular dies could 
be completed with varying finenesses and dollar-cent amounts as 
needed. The design is only one step removed from “ingots” in the 
usual sense of the word. 

Although they were for a time virtually the only domestically 
produced gold coins in circulation in California, that very 
circulation sometimes proved problematic: When they were 
dropped, which they frequently were, their odd shape meant that 
they were apt to incur bumps or dings on their eight-cornered 
edges, which if severe enough could prevent their certification by 
NGC or PCGS. This AU55 example has no such corner bumps. 
The striking details are remarkably strong for this design type. 
The rich orange-gold surfaces show a faint trace of reddish patina 
around the devices.

Steve Ivy - Co-Chairman and CEO 

Steve Ivy began collecting and studying rare coins in his youth, and as a teenager in 1963 began advertising coins for sale in national 
publications. Seven years later, at the age of twenty, he opened Steve Ivy Rare Coins in downtown Dallas, and in 1976, Steve Ivy 
Numismatic Auctions was incorporated. Steve managed the business as well as serving as chief numismatist, buying and selling 
hundreds of millions of dollars of coins during the 1970s and early 1980s. In early 1983, James Halperin became a full partner, and 
the name of the corporation was changed to Heritage Rare Coin Galleries. Steve's primary responsibilities now include management 
of the marketing and selling efforts of the company, the formation of corporate policy for long-term growth, and corporate relations 
with financial institutions. He remains intimately involved in numismatics, attending all major national shows. Steve engages in daily 
discourse with industry leaders on all aspects of the rare coin/currency business, and his views on grading, market trends and hobby 
developments are respected throughout the industry. He serves on the Board of Directors of the Professional Numismatists Guild (and was immediate 
past president), is the current Chairman of The Industry Council for Tangible Assets, and is a member of most leading numismatic organizations. Steve's 
keen appreciation of history is reflected in his active participation in other organizations, including past or present board positions on the Texas Historical 
Foundation and the Dallas Historical Society (where he also served as Exhibits Chairman). Steve is an avid collector of Texas books, manuscripts, and 
national currency, and he owns one of the largest and finest collections in private hands. He is also a past Board Chair of Dallas Challenge, and is currently 
the Finance Chair of the Phoenix House of Texas. 



James Halperin - Co-Chairman 

Jim Halperin and the traders under his supervision have transacted billions of dollars in rare coin business, and have outsold all other 
numismatic firms every year for over two decades. Born in Boston in 1952, Jim attended Middlesex School in Concord from 1966 to 
1970. At the age of 15, he formed a part-time rare coin business after discovering that he had a knack (along with a nearly photographic 
memory) for coins. Jim scored a perfect 800 on his math SATs and received early acceptance to Harvard College, but after attending 
three semesters, he took a permanent leave of absence to pursue his full-time numismatic career. In 1975, Jim personally supervised the 
protocols for the first mainframe computer system in the numismatic business, which would catapult New England Rare Coin Galleries 
to the top of the industry in less than four years. In 1983, Jim's business merged with that of his friend and former archrival Steve Ivy. 
Their partnership has become the world's largest and most successful numismatic company, as well as the third-largest auctioneer in 
America. Jim remains one of the best "eyes" in the coin business today (he won the professional division of the PCGS World Series of Grading the last time 
he competed). In the mid-1980s, he authored "How to Grade U.S. Coins" (now posted on the web at www.CoinGrading.com), a highly-acclaimed text 
upon which the NGC and PCGS grading standards would ultimately be based. Jim is also a well-known futurist, an active collector of EC comics and early 
20th-century American art (visit www.jhalpe.com), venture capital investor, philanthropist (he endows a multimillion-dollar health education foundation), 
and part-time novelist. His first fictional novel, "The Truth Machine," was published in 1996 and became an international science fiction bestseller, and 
was optioned for movie development by Warner Brothers and Lion's Gate. Jim's second novel, "The First Immortal," was published in early 1998 and 
immediately optioned as a Hallmark Hall of Fame television miniseries. 

Greg Rohan - President 

At the age of eight, Greg Rohan started collecting coins as well as buying them for resale to his schoolmates. By 1971, at the age of 
10, he was already buying and selling coins from a dealer's table at trade shows in his hometown of Seattle. His business grew rapidly, 
and by 1985 he had offices in both Seattle and Minneapolis. He joined Heritage in 1987 as Executive Vice-President and Manager of 
the firm's rare coin business. Today, as an owner and as President of Heritage, his responsibilities include overseeing the firm's private 
client group and working with top collectors in every field in which Heritage is active. Greg has been involved with many of the rarest 
items and most important collections handled by the firm, including the purchase and/or sale of the Ed Trompeter Collection (the 
world's largest numismatic purchase according to the Guinness Book of World Records), the legendary 1894 San Francisco Dime, the 
1838 New Orleans Half Dollar, and the 1804 Silver Dollar. During his career, Greg has handled more than $1 billion of rare coins, 
collectibles and art, and provided expert consultation concerning the authenticity and grade condition of coins for the Professional Coin Grading Service 
(PCGS). He has provided expert testimony for the United States Attorneys in San Francisco, Dallas, and Philadelphia, and for the Federal Trade Commission 
(FTC). He has worked with collectors, consignors, and their advisors regarding significant collections of books, manuscripts, comics, currency, jewelry, 
vintage movie posters, sports and entertainment memorabilia, decorative arts, and fine art. Additionally, Greg is a Sage Society member of the American 
Numismatic Society, and a member/life member of the PNG, ANA, and most other leading numismatic organizations. Greg is also Chapter Chairman 
for North Texas of the Young Presidents' Organization (YPO), and is an active supporter of the arts. Greg co-authored "The Collectors Estate Handbook," 
winner of the NLG's Robert Friedberg Award for numismatic book of the year. Mr. Rohan currently serves on the seven-person Advisory Board to the Federal 
Reserve Bank of Dallas, in his second appointed term. 




jM Paul Minshull - Chief Operating Officer 

■ As Chief Operating Officer, Paul Minshull's managerial responsibilities include integrating sales, personnel, inventory, security and MIS 

I for Heritage. His major accomplishments include overseeing the hardware migration from mainframe to PC, the software migration of 
I all inventory and sales systems, and implementation of a major Internet presence. Heritage's successful employee-suggestion program 
I has generated 200 or more ideas each month since 1995, and has helped increase employee productivity, expand business, and improve 
employee retention. Paul oversees the company's highly-regarded IT department, and has been the driving force behind Heritage's Web 
I development, now a significant portion of Heritage's future plans. As the only numismatic auction house that combines traditional floor 
■fejg bidding with active Internet bidding, the totally interactive system has catapulted Heritage to the top rare coin Web site (according to 
Forbes Magazine's "Best of the Web"). Paul came to Heritage in 1984. Since 1987, he has been a general partner in Heritage Capital 
Properties, Sales Manager, Vice President of Operations, and Chief Operating Officer for all Heritage companies and affiliates since 1996. 

Todd Imhof - Executive Vice President 

Todd Imhof did not start collecting coins in his teens, unlike most professional numismatists. Shortly after graduating college, Todd 
declined an offer from a prestigious Wall Street bank to join a former high school classmate in his small rare coin firm in the Seattle 
area. In the mid-1980s, the rare coin industry was rapidly changing, with the advent of third-party grading and growing computer 
technologies; as a newcomer, Todd more easily embraced these new dynamics. In 1991, he co-founded Pinnacle Rarities, a firm 
specialized in servicing the savviest and most prominent collectors in numismatics. At 25, he was accepted into the PNG, and currently 
serves on its Consumer Protection Committee and its Legislation/Taxation Issues Committee. In 1992, he was invited to join the Board 
of Directors for the Industry Council for Tangible Assets, later serving as its Chairman (2002-2005). 











Leo Frese - Vice President 

Leo has been involved in numismatics for nearly 40 years, a professional numismatist since 1971, and has been with Heritage for more 
than 20 years. He literally worked his way up the Heritage "ladder," working with Bob Merrill for nearly 15 years, then becoming 
Director of Consignments. Leo has been actively involved in assisting clients sell nearly $500,000,000 in numismatic material. Leo was 
recently accepted as a member of PNG, is a life member of the ANA, and holds membership in FUN, CSNS, and other numismatic 
organizations. 



Jim Stoutjesdyk - Vice President 

]im Stoutjesdyk was named Vice President of Heritage Rare Coin Galleries in 2004. He was named ANA's Outstanding Young 
Numismatist of the Year in 1987. A University of Michigan graduate, he was first employed by Superior Galleries, eventually becoming 
their Director of Collector Sales.

Additionally Bidders who have not previously established credit or who 
wish to bid in excess of their established credit history may be required to provide their social 
security number or the last four digits thereof to us so a credit check may be performed prior to 
Auctioneer’s acceptance of a bid. 

Bidding Options: 

8. Bids in Signature. Auctions or Grand Format Auctions may be placed as set forth in the printed 
catalog section entitled “Choose your bidding method.” For auctions held solely on the Internet, 
see the alternatives on HA.com. Review at HA.com/common/howtobid.php. 

9. Presentment of Bids: Non-Internet bids (including but not limited to podium, fax, phone and mail 
bids) are treated similar to floor bids in that they must be on-increment or at a half increment 
(called a cut bid). Any podium, fax, phone, or mail bids that do not conform to a full or half 
increment will be rounded up or down to the nearest full or half increment and this revised 
amount will be considered your high bid. 

10. Auctioneers Execution of Certain Bids. Auctioneer cannot be responsible for your errors in 
bidding, so carefully check that every bid is entered correctly. When identical mail or FAX bids are 
submitted, preference is given to the first received. To ensure the greatest accuracy, your written 
bids should be entered on the standard printed bid sheet and be received at Auctioneers place 
of business at least two business days before the Auction start.

12. If Auctioneer calls for a full increment, a bidder may request Auctioneer to accept a bid at half 
of the increment (“Cut Bid”) only once per lot. After offering a Cut Bid, bidders may continue 
to participate only at full increments. Off-increment bids may be accepted by the Auctioneer at 
Signature® Auctions and Grand Format Auctions. If the Auctioneer solicits bids other than the 
expected increment, these bids will not be considered Cut Bids. 

Conducting the Auction: 

13. Notice of the consignors liberty to place bids on his lots in the Auction is hereby made in 
accordance with Article 2 of the Texas Business and Commercial Code.

17. Lots bearing bidding estimates shall open at Auctioneers discretion (approximately 50%-60% of 
the low estimate).

Payment: 

23. All sales are strictly for cash in United States dollars (including U.S. currency, bank wire, cashier 
checks, travelers checks, eChecks, and bank money orders, all subject to reporting requirements). 
All are subject to clearing and funds being received In Auctioneer’s account before delivery of the 
purchases. Auctioneer reserves the right to determine if a check constitutes “good funds” when 
drawn on a U.S. bank for ten days, and thirty days when drawn on an international bank. Credit 
Card (Visa or Master Card only) and PayPal payments may be accepted up to $10,000 from non¬ 
dealers at the sole discretion of the Auctioneer, subject to the following limitations: a) sales are

25. Lots delivered to you, or your representative in the States of Texas, California, New York, or 
other states where the Auction may be held, are subject to all applicable state and local taxes, 
unless appropriate permits are on file with Auctioneer. Bidder agrees to pay Auctioneer the 
actual amount of tax due in the event that sales tax is not properly collected due to: 1) an expired, 
inaccurate, inappropriate tax certificate or declaration, 2) an incorrect interpretation of the 
applicable statute, 3) or any other reason.

27. If any Auction invoice submitted by Auctioneer is not paid in full when due, the unpaid balance 
will bear interest at the highest rate permitted by law from the date of invoice until paid. Any 
invoice not paid when due will bear a three percent (3%) late fee on the invoice amount or three 
percent (3%) of any installment that is past due. If the Auctioneer refers any invoice to an attorney 
for collection, the buyer agrees to pay attorney’s fees, court costs, and other collection costs 
incurred by Auctioneer. If Auctioneer assigns collection to its in-house legal staff, such attorney’s 
time expended on the matter shall be compensated at a rate comparable to the hourly rate of 
independent attorneys.. 





















Terms and Conditions of Auction 


28. In the event a successful Bidder fails to pay any amounts due, Auctioneer reserves the right to sell 
the lot(s) securing the invoice to any underbidders in the Auction that the lot(s) appeared, or at 
subsequent private or public sale, or relist the lot(s) in a future auction conducted by Auctioneer. 
A defaulting Bidder agrees to pay for the reasonable costs of resale (including a 10% sellers 
commission, if consigned to an auction conducted by Auctioneer). The defaulting Bidder is liable to 
pay any difference between his total original invoice for the lot(s), plus any applicable interest, and 
the net proceeds for the lot(s) if sold at private sale or the subsequent hammer price of the lot(s) less 
the 10% sellers commissions, if sold at an Auctioneers auction 

29. Auctioneer reserves the right to require payment in full in good funds before delivery of the 
merchandise. 

30. Auctioneer shall have a lien against the merchandise purchased by the buyer to secure payment of 
the Auction invoice. Auctioneer is further granted a lien and the right to retain possession of any 
other property of the buyer then held by the Auctioneer or its affiliates to secure payment of any 
Auction invoice or any other amounts due the Auctioneer or affiliates from the buyer. With respect 
to these lien rights, Auctioneer shall have all the rights of a secured creditor under Article 9 of 
the Texas Uniform Commercial Code, including but not limited to the right of sale.

Lots won will 
be shipped in a commercially reasonable time after payment in good funds for the merchandise 
and the shipping fees is received or credit extended, except when third-party shipment occurs. 

33. Successful international Bidders shall provide written shipping instructions, including specified 
customs declarations, to the Auctioneer for any lots to be delivered outside of the United States.

38. NO WARRANTY, WHETHER EXPRESSED OR IMPLIED, IS MADE WITH RESPECT TO ANY 
DESCRIPTION CONTAINED IN THIS AUCTION OR ANY SECOND OPINE. Any description of 
the items or second opine contained in this Auction is for the sole purpose of identifying the 
items for those Bidders who do not have the opportunity to view the lots prior to bidding, and 
no description of items has been made part of the basis of the bargain or has created any express 
warranty that the goods would conform to any description made by Auctioneer. Color variations 
can be expected in any electronic or printed imaging, and are not grounds for the return of any lot. 
NOTE: Auctioneer, in specified auction venues, for example, Fine Art, may have express written 
warranties and you are referred to those specific terms and conditions.. 

39. Auctioneer is selling only such right or title to the items being sold as Auctioneer may have by 
virtue of consignment agreements on the date of auction and disclaims any warranty of title to 
the Property. Auctioneer disclaims any warranty of merchantability or fitness for any particular 
purposes.

41. Auctioneer disclaims all liability for damages, consequential or otherwise, arising out of or in 
connection with the sale of any Property by Auctioneer to Bidder. No third party may rely on any 
benefit of these Terms and Conditions and any rights, if any, established hereunder are personal 
to the Bidder and may not be assigned. Any statement made by the Auctioneer is an opinion 
and does not constitute a warranty or representation. No employee of Auctioneer may alter these 
Terms and Conditions, and, unless signed by a principal of Auctioneer, any such alteration is null 
and void. 

42. Auctioneer shall not be liable for breakage of glass or damage to frames (patent or latent); such 
defects, in any event, shall not be a basis for any claim for return or reduction in purchase price. 

Release: 

43. In consideration of participation in the Auction and the placing of a bid, Bidder expressly releases 
Auctioneer, its officers, directors and employees, its affiliates, and its outside experts that provide 
second opines, from any and all claims, cause of action, chose of action, whether at law or equity 
or any arbitration or mediation rights existing under the rules of any professional society or 
affiliation based upon the assigned description, or a derivative theory, breach of warranty express 
or implied, representation or other matter set forth within these Terms and Conditions of Auction 
or otherwise. In the event of a claim, Bidder agrees that such rights and privileges conferred 
therein are strictly construed as specifically declared herein; e.g., authenticity, typographical error, 
etc. and are the exclusive remedy.

Dispute Resolution and Arbitration Provision: 

45. By placing a bid or otherwise participating in the auction, Bidder accepts these Terms and 
Conditions of Auction, and specifically agrees to the alternative dispute resolution provided 
herein. Arbitration replaces the right to go to court, including the right to a jury trial. 

46. Auctioneer in no event shall be responsible for consequential damages, incidental damages, 
compensatory damages, or any other damages arising or claimed to be arising from the auction of 
any lot. In the event that Auctioneer cannot deliver the lot or subsequently it is established that the 
lot lacks title, or other transfer or condition issue is claimed, In such cases the sole remedy shall be 
limited to rescission of sale and refund of the amount paid by Bidder; in no case shall Auctioneers 
maximum liability exceed the high bid on that lot, which bid shall be deemed for all purposes the 
value of the lot.
